The proposed resolution together with 
statement of proceedures and sample plan 
and agreement which were received from 
Mr. O’Hara were read by the Secretary.

OLD AGE AND SURVIVORS’ 
INSURANCE RESOLUTION 


Whereas, The Social Security Act has 
been so amended by the Congress of the 
United States as to permit political sub- 
divisions of the several states to extend 
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to their employes and officers the benefits 
of Old Age and Survivors’ Insurance, and 


Whereas, The Michigan Legislature in 
regular session enacted Public Act No. 205, 
P.A. 1951, as amended by Act No. 39, P.A. 
1955, to enable the State of Michigan or 
political subdivisions thereof to secure cov- 
erage for their employes under the Old 
Age and Survivors’ Insurance provisions 
of Title II of the Social Security Act as 
amended, and 


Whereas, An agreement has been entered 
into between the State of Michigan and 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to extend the benefits of the fed- 
eral Old Age and Survivors’ Insurance sys- 
tem to employes of the state or of any 
political subdivision thereof. 


Therefore Be It Resolved, That the gov- 
erning body of the City of Lansing, Michi- 
gan, hereby elects coverage under the Old 
Age and Survivors’ Insurance, as provided 
by Act No. 205, P.A. 1951, as amended by 
Act No. 39, P.A. 1955. 


Be It Further Resolved, That Ralph W. 
Crego, Mayor, and Millie M. Brown, City 
Clerk, be, and they are hereby authorized 
and directed on behalf of the City of Lan- 
sing, to enter into agreement with the 
department for the extension of the benefits 
under Title II of the Social Security Act 
subject to the provisions of Sec. 8 of Act 
No. 205, P.A. 1951, as amended by Act 
No. 39, P.A. 1955. 


Be It Further Resolved, That the proper 
fiscal officers be, and they are, hereby au- 
thorized to make all required payments 
into the Contribution Fund established by 
the said Enabling Act and to establish such 
system of pay roll deductions from the 
salaries of employes and officers as may be 
necessary to their coverage under said 
Old Age and Survivors’ Insurance System. 


Be It Further Resolved, That the proper 
officials of the state or of the political 
subdivision do all things necessary to the 
continued implementation of said system. 


It Is Further Resolved, That any funds 
payable to the City of Lansing, from any 
department of the State of Michigan may 
be withheld by said department and trans- 
ferred to the State Employes’ Retirement 
Board to be used in the payment of any 
default on the part of the City of Lansing 
in accordance with paragraph V (c) of the 
contract between the State of Michigan and 
the City of Lansing.

asis. 


For the purpose of carrying out the pro- 
visions of Title II, Sec. 218 of the Federal 
Social Security Act, and amendments there- 
of, the agreement entered into between the 
State of Michigan, with the approval of 
the Attorney General, and the Secretary of 
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Health, Education, and Welfare is made a 
part of this Resolution and shall be termed 
as an agreement between this political 
subdivision and the Department, and shall 
become a part of the agreement or modifi- 
cation of the agreement between the ‘State 
of Michigan and the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. This Resolution 
shall be in full force and effect upon pas- 
sage and approval, for all intents and

MAYOR’S ADDRESS 


Lansing has just completed another satis- 
factory and progressive year. 


The city’s economic position is the strong- 
est in its history. Our industries report 
record production of merchandise and mate- 


rials). Employment has been maintained in 
an all-time high level. Living standards 
were never better. 


As we move into this and future years, 
we find problems and decisions to be made, 
and plans laid to continue our city’s prog- 
ress. Our responsibilities and those of 
administrations which follow us cannot 
look back. Everything must be planned 
for the future years and generations. 


Modern day progress demands this. The 
world and our own community continues 
to move forward and we must keep ahead— 
not abreast of progress. If we content 
ourselves only with the present, we will 
be failing in our responsibilities and duties 
to those of our community who look to us 
to keep Lansing in the forefront. 


This is a period of population growth 
for Lansing and the areas which surround 
it. It is a period of demand for services 
which we must render. 


We can no longer confine our planning 
to the confines of our city limits, but must 
look beyond when there will be an urban- 
ized development embracing an area twice 
or three times the present acreage of Lan- 
sing. We have already started an exten- 
sive study and investigation in this regard 
in preparation of a master plan. 
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This study, must of necessity, look for 
new areas of development outside our bor- 
ders for the location of new industry to 
bolster the economic position of the com- 
munity as the city continues to grow popu- 
lation wise. 


New areas for development of residen- 
tial, recreational and schools are a part 
of this vast plan for the future. 


Conservative estimates reveal that on or 
before 1960, Lansing’s population will have 
increased to 111,000 while our immediate 
neighbors in Lansing Township and East 
Lansing will go to 32,000. In the follow- 
ing ten years, the city can expect a popu- 
lation of nearly 180,000, and the Town- 
ship and East Lansing upwards of 44,000 
to 50,000. 


This means that our engineers must and 
have been planning expansions of our elec- 
tric power and water systems. During the 
past eight years, the use of electric power 
has doubled. It will double again in the 
next ten years. 


The Board of Water and, Electric Light 
Commissioners have continued to meet the 
increasing demands for their services dur- 
ing the past year. They have expended 
more than $46,000 during the past year for 
extensions and improvements to their elec- 
tric distribution facilities. They have ex- 
pended $173,000 to install 791 new boule- 
vard lights on streets recently improved 
with curb and gutter and paving. They 
have furnished the public lighting and 
public water and heat to the city valued 
at $430,000 in lieu of the payment of taxes. 


Two miles of water mains were added 
plus the seventy-three miles of water mains 
eee with the Landel Metropolitan Dis- 

rict. 


Additional steam heating facilities, cost- 
ing approximately three million dollars, 
will be completed during this year. Exten- 
sive work on new electrical generating 
facilities will be completed in 1957. 


Contract has been awarded to provide 
for the installation of a water cooling tower 
at the Moores Park plant. The high peak 
electric load was 140,000 k.w. 


Lansing has a most outstanding munic- 
ipally owned power and water plant, valued 
well above 50 million dollars. 


The Public Service Department had a 
busy year. 


The Veterans’ Memorial and Civie Audi- 
torium was completed this fall. This struc- 
ture, costing a little under five million 
dollars, is proving its worth to the citizens 
of Lansing and will for many years pro- 
vide the necessary center for civic func- 
tions. 


The City Hall and Police Building is 
under contract and being constructed. It 
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will be necessary to allocate sufficient funds 
in the budget this year to take care of 
the final additions to the contract. 


The Todd Avenue Fire Station, which 
will replace the Baker and Washington 
Avenue Station, is practically complete, and 
will be occupied by the Fire Department 
in the very near future. The completion 
of this station, toegther with the Glendale 
Avenue Station, which was completed 
earlier in the year, and the Hillsdale Street 
Station gives the city better fire protec- 
tion, and modern stations for housing our 
men and equipment, 


Our street program progressed well this 
past year. We paved almost eight miles 
of streets where curb and gutter had been 
constructed in 1954. 


A large portion of this paving was in 
the southern part of the city, which was 
annexed in 1950. By the end of the next 
construction season a large percentage of 
this area will have been paved or have curb 
and gutter constructed and ready for pav- 
ing. 


City crews constructed 1114 miles of 
new curb during the past year and we have 
petitions on file for a good construction 
year this year. 


Approximately six miles of new side- 
walks were constructed in the past season. 
This year we will construct as much and 
perhaps more than last year. 


Our resurfacing program has been con- 
tinued during the past season with more 
than six and one-half miles of streets be- 
ing improved by recapping with bitumi- 
nous materials. This work was done with 
city crews and prepared at the city owned 
asphalt plant. This program has kept our 
streets in very good condition and must be 
continued. 


Of major importance was the recon- 
struction of Logan Street this year. With 
the increased amount of traffic, it is neces- 
sary to improve and increase the carrying 
capacity of many of our streets. Logan 
Street, from the bridge to Saginaw Street. 
is now a fine 4 lane street and has aided 
greatly in moving traffic. 


The Michigan State Highway Depart- 
ment has cooperated in the setting up of 
Main and St. oJseph as one way streets. 
The cross over at the east end was con- 
structed last year and the west end is to 
be completed by June of this year. 


It is necessary that Larch and Cedar 
Street be set up also as one way streets, 
and we expect that with the aid of the 
Highway Department that this can be ac- 
complished during 1956. 


The Saginaw Street grade separation 
project has been awarded by the Highway 
Department and work will begin shortly. 
This project, while it will cause a certain 
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amount of inconvenience during the con- 
struction period, will be the first of sev- 
eral grade separations that are needed to 
adequately carry traffic to our business 
and industries. 


The city is preparing plans for a grade 
separation of Larch Street and Cedar 
Street at the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
road and the money voted by the citizens 
of Lansing for grade separations will be 
used to construct this project, and it must 
a Some to completion as soon as pos- 
sible. 


The Main Street extension is proceeding 
with both the city and the county acquir- 
ing the necessary land for construction. 
The bridge over the Red Cedar will be 
contracted for this spring. The city has 
a large amount of roadway work to do 
in connection with the project and finances 
must be provided this year. 


The city acquired, together with the 
Famous Grill, the Larch Street School dur- 
ing the past year, and also land for the 
opening of Ottawa Street from Cedar Street 
to Larch Street. It is necessary that this 
street be completed as a part of the one- 
way system of Larch and Cedar Streets. 


Among street projects that are needed 
and serious study should be given by the 
Council, are the extension of Logan Street 
north to Grand River, together with the 
necessary widening projects. The con- 
struction of a grade separation on West 
Saginaw Street and also a grade separa- 
tion on Turner Street. 


: We also have a serious problem develop- 
ing In our sewage collection and disposal 
system. It is necessary that we study this 
and begin the necessary plans to take care 
of our city. The interceptor system must 
be relieved of load and new construction 
must be considered. 


A large step was taken for community 
development this year when the city bought 
the Landel sewer and water system. The 
problems created by having a separate sys- 
tem, as well as our own, within the city 
limits are solved by this purchase and a 
more orderly development can be made. 


We must also plan for the development 
of the 232 acres of land just annexed on 
the southwest edge of the city. This is an 
ideal home area and utilities must be pro- 
vided to develop it properly. 


Municipal government has been seriously 
concerned with the movement of traffic in 
Lansing, and has made steady progress 
to remedy some of the major bottlenecks. 
However, we have only made a dent in the 
problem, which is ahead. Our thoughts 
and planning must be constantly in the 
future and we must give priority to the 
things which will provide needed relief 
currently demanded. 


Increased use of the automobile, which 
has doubled in fifteen years, will require 
extensive widening of secondary streets 
and new bridge and grade separations. 


JANUARY 9, 1956 


Our Traffic Commission has had an ex- 
panded program to provide new and more 
efficient signals and controls throughout the 
city. 


The Off-Street Parking Authority Com- 
mission recommended needed areas for 
off-street parking purposes, which would 
do much to render service to the driving 
public, and also foster progress in the 
congested business areas. This program 


should proceed, either by private or public . 


interests. 


Building construction, for the year, in 
residential and non-residential buildings 
totaled nearly 15 million dollars. 


The city can be justly proud of the work 
of the Park Board. Our city’s shade tree 
program is known nation-wide. Neighbor- 
hood parks and playgrounds, and a friendly 
cooperation with the Board of Education, 
provides unusual recreational services to 
nearly all neighborhoods of our city. The 
development of Frances Park and the park 
property on the north bank of the river, 
given to the city by R. E. Olds, is timely 
and should be aided by necessary appro- 
priation. There is need for additional 
buildings with sanitary facilities to service 
some of the newly developed parks, to pro- 
vide full use of the properties. The Coun- 
cil has made the first appropriation to 
provide for an aquarium at the Potter Park 
Zoo, and to provide for rest house facili- 
ties at the zoo. 


The Board is operating a year around 
program which should be expanded to serve 
more of the needs of our senior citizens. 
With the aid of the Board of Education, a 
splendid service is being done with the 
summer playground program. 


The Board, with the help and approval 
of the City Council, has purchased, and is 
in the process of developing acreage serv- 
ing nearly every section of the city, and 
the development and construction has prog- 
ressed steadily over the years as funds and 
public need warranted. 


The City Plan Commission had a busy 
year. Nine new subdivision land plats 
were checked and approved. Work is well 
underway for the preparation of a new 
master plan for the urbanized area of 
Lansing and vicinity. 


I am grateful for the good civic support 
extended by the Council members of the 
Boards and Commissions, the press and 
radio, and all citizens who have had a 
part in advancing the good progress our 
city has experienced during 1955.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Alderman Lavey, read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to Committee 
on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to repeal Section 10 (A) 
of an ordinance entitled, “An ordinance 
to regulate and restrict the location of 
trades and industries and the location of 
buildings designed for specified uses, to 
regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts, and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide the 
city into districts and within such districts 
to regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, repair 
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or use of buildings, structures and land, 
to. provide for the administration of said 
regulations and to prescribe penalties for 
the violation of the provisions hereof, and 
to provide for the enforcement hereof, and 
to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed June 
138th, 1927 and all amendments thereto and 
all other ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in conflict herewith,’’ as last amended, 
December 27, 1955. 


. The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 10 (A) of an ordi- 
nance entitled, “‘An ordinance to regulate 
and restrict the location of trades and 
industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings here- 
after erected or altered, to regulate and 
determine the area of yards, courts, and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and within such districts to regulate 
and restrict the erection, construtcion, re- 
construction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to provide 
for the administration of said regulations 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide 
for the enforcement hereof, and to repeal 
the Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 
1927 and all amendments thereto and all 
other ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith,’’ as last amended Decem- 
ber 27, 1955, is hereby repealed and a new 
Section 10 (A) thereof is hereby adopted 
to read as follows: 


SECTION 10 (A) 
Use Regulations 
“J” Parking District 


-In the “J” Parking District, no land 
shall be used, and no building shall be 
hereafter erected, converted or structurally 
altered, unless otherwise provided in this 
ordinance. 


(1) Such Parking Districts shall be con- 
tiguous on at least one side to either a 
“D-M” Multiple Dwelling District, a dis- 
trict of lower zoning classification than 
“D-M”’ Multiple Dwelling, or a non-con- 
forming use of a multiple dwelling, com- 
mercial or indutsrial nature. “J’’ Parking 
District may be contiguous to churches and 
hospitals in any zoning district: Provided, 
however, that there may be a private drive- 
way, or public alley, or street between such 
“J” Parking District and any such ‘“D-M” 
Multiple Dwelling or lower zoning classi- 
fication, 


(2) Entrances, exits and parking drives 
aha’ he not less than twelve (12) feet in 
width. 


(3) Such property shall be hard surfaced 
with brick, concrete, or plant mixed bitu- 
minous material, and maintained in a 
usable dust-proof condition. 
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(4) Such property shall be used only for 
vehicle parking with no repair work, wash- 
ing, greasing, or sale of merchandise or 
servicing of any kind. 


(5) Such property shall be lighted at 
such hours and in such manner as may be 
determined by the City Plan Commission 
after notice to the petitioner, with oppor- 
tunity to be heard, and after it is found 
that the following conditions make such 
requirements necessary in the interest of 
public safety and security, to wit: 


(1) That the property is to be used for 
parking during hours of darkness. 


(2) That the nearest lights now avail- 
able are not within proper distance 
to adequately light the property. 


(3) That there is not sufficient light at 
entrances and exits. 


(4) That there will not be an attend- 
ant on the property. 


(5) That hazards exist which can be 
eliminated or lessened by lighting. 


(6) Whenever a parking district bound- 
ary adjoins property zoned for any resi- 
dential use, a dense evergreen planting or 
masonry wall or such other screening, as 
may be determined by the City Plan Com- 
mission, regarding type, height, location, 
and density, which will provide adequate 
protection to adjoining property and safety 
to persons using the “J’’ Parking District 
and the surrounding areas and thorough- 
fares, and necessary curbs to protect such 
wall, shrubbery, or other screening, shall be 
erected and maintained thereon. In making 
such determination the City Plan Com- 
mission shall take into consideration the 
the following: 


(1) Location of property lines. 
(2) Zoning of adjoining properties. 


(3) Nature of the terrain of the adjoin- 
Ing properties and area. 


(4) Locations of entrances and exits to 
streets or alleys with respect to 
nature and amount of pedestrian and 
automotive traffic. 


(7) All street boundaries shall be treated 
the same as above where properties across 
the street are zoned “D’’ Apartment or 
higher, except such portions as are used 
for entrances or exits. 


(8) Parking may be with or without 
charge. : 


(9) No sign shall be erected upon such 
properties except not more than one (1) 
sign at each entrance to indicate the opera- 
tor, the purpose for which operated, and 
the parking rates. Such signs shall not 
exceed fifteen (15) square feet in area, and 
Shall not extend more than ten (10) feet 
in height above the nearest curb, and shall 
be entirely upon the property so zoned. 
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(10) Plans for the development of any 
property so zoned must be approved by 
the Building Commissioner before construc- 
tion is started, and no such land shall be 
used for “J’’ Parking until all the require- 
ments of this ordinance shall have been 
complied with and approved by the Build- 
ing Commissioner. In the event of dis- 
approval, the Building Commissioner shal] 
give his reasons in writing to the property 
owner or lessee. A copy of such disapproval 
shall be kept on file in the Building Com- 
missioner’s office.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council 
of the City of Lansing 


Gentlemen: 


The position of Electrical Inspector re- 
quires a qualified man, thoroughly familiar 
with all phases of electrical work from 
the smallest home to the most intricate 
installation essential to the safe and effi- 
cient operation of the largest manufac- 
turing plant, office or school building. He 
must be completely grounded in the laws 
governing such electrical installations and 
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be familiar with every detail of the exten- 
sive National Electrical Code. 


He must be capable of serving as an 
educator, electrical consultant or business 
manager. He must be willing to work long 
hours, assume responsibility, make impor- 
tant decisions and stand by them, often in 
the face of unjustified but vigorous opposi- 
tion. He must be prepared to sacrifice his 
time and home life, be prepared to study 
evenings and in any other free hours in 
order to keep abreast of the never ending 
developments in the world’s greatest and 
fastest growing industry. 


Naturally, with requirements for a posi- 
tion so extremely rigorous, it might like- 
wise be assumed that the remuneration 
would be equally exceptional, that a well 
qualified inspector, doing his job consci- 
entiously would be paid a salary commen- 
surate with his duties, obligations and 
special training. Such an assumption is 
in error. The hard, unvarnished truth is 
that our electrical inspectors are among 
the lowest paid specialists in any industry 
anywhere. The wages and incomes of 
others engaged in electrical work, from 
apprentice to engineer and contractor, have 
risen steadily over the years. But those 
of the inspector have lagged woefully be- 
hind until in many instances, the appren- 
tice worker receive as much or more than 
the inspector responsible to the public for 
all the electrical work performed in his 
area of jurisdiction. 


In this electronic era, when almost 
everything depends upon electricity, the 
real life blood of production, of jobs and 
comfortable living, the work of the elec- 
trical inspector had become increasingly 
complex. He must know what he is doing 
and make certain that others are doing 
their work correctly, if disaster is to be 
prevented, The electrical inspector is no 
longer just a man who takes a quick look 
at a wiring job and okays it, as in the 
early days. Today he is a full time official, 
with not enough hours in the day to meet 
all the demands on his time. 


It is our firm belief that Lansing, like 
Flint, Detroit and many other cities 
throughout the United States should base 
the electrical inspectors’ salary on the 
average earnings of other workers in the 
electrical industry locally. Allow us to 
point out that an electrical permit fee is 
charged for each installation and a fee is 
charged for each inspection performed. 
Each contractor pays a license fee an- 
nually as does every electrician. These 
electrical fees amounted to more than 
$15,000.00 for the year that ended last 
April 30. At the present rate, we expect a 
sum between $17,000.00 and $18,000.00 for 
this year. We firmly believe that all of 
this money should be used for electrical 
inspection costs and provide proper com- 
pensation for services of our electrical 
inspectors. This might also provide in- 
centive to other qualified men to apply 
when and if more inspectors are needed. 


Both of our present inspectors are well 
qualified and capable. In fact our Mr. 
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Deal is serving as chairman of National 
Electrical Code Panel number eleven, West- 
ern Section, and was recently elected Presi- 
dent of the Michigan Chapter of the Inter- 
national Association of Electrical Inspec- 
tors. He is recognized as an authority on 
electrical code by other inspectors across 
the Nation. We feel that a city as pro- 
gressive as Lansing should have enough 
civic pride to provide a reasonable fund to 
allow him actual expenses to the few meet- 
ings he needs to attend. Actually he brings 
back information valuable to the city; from 
every meeting and, we might add, makes 
good use of this information.

Your reference to me and to the Air 
Pollution Commission of further complaints 
originating at the Davison Chemical Com- 
pany has again received my attention. 


Mr. Pesterfield called me and said that 
on January 138, 1956, he had a discussion 
with the management of the offender and 
it was agreed that they were to have two 
weeks in which to correct his complaints. 
Since such corrections should be made by 
the 27th, if any is forthcoming, I have 
taken no action during the past week. 


Ordinance No. 267 and particularly Sec- 
tion IV provides: 


“Section IV. Escape of Soot, Cin- 
ders, Fly Ash, Noxious Acids, Fumes 
and Gases Prohibited.”’ 


“Tt shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation to permit or 
cause the escape of such quantities of 
soot, cinders, fly ash, noxious acids, 
fumes and gases in such place or man- 
ner as to be detrimental to any person 
or to the public or to endanger the 
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health, comfort and safety of any such 
person or of the public or in such 
-mManner as to cause or have a tendency 
to cause injury or damage to property 
cr business. The escape of such mat- 
ter is declared to be a public nuisance 
and may be summarily abated by the 
Commission or by anyone whom they 
may designate for such purpose.” 


This would appear to be the only sec- 
tion of the ordinance under which we 
might proceed to enjoin the Company from 
operating, assuming of course, that we 
can bring it within the definition of the 
public nuisance. 


Some years ago the Health Department 
concluded there was no health question 
involved and I assume their present day 
conclusion would be the same, so that we 
are compelled to show injury or damage 
to comfort, safety or damage to property 
or business. 


It is my suggestion that, upon determi- 
nation by Mr. Pesterfield of the question 
of whether they are going to take remedial 
steps to correct the cause of the complaint, 
we hold the matter in abeyance, particu- 
larly in view of the fact that action is 
promised during the present week, but 
if no correction is made or steps taken in 
that direction suit be instituted in chan- 
cery to enjoin the violation of the ordi- 
nance.

On January 16 the Council adopted the 
motion of Alderman Klock, ‘“That the City 
Attorney give a written opinion as to past, 
present and future meaning of the ordi- 
nance relative to notifying owners of prop- 
erty served by separate sewers to discon- 
nect all surface and roof drainage from 
such sanitary sewers by January 19, 1956.” 


The statute (Stat. Ann. 5.2075) provides: 
(2) “Each city may in its charter provide 
for the installation and connection of 
sewers and water works on and to prop- 
erty within the city; for assessing the cost 
thereof to the several properties and mak- 
ing the same a lien thereon; and for the 
borrowing of money and issuing bonds in 
anticipation of the collection of special 
assessments.”” And Sec. 5.2077 provides: 
(1) “or assessing or reassessing the cost 
or any portion thereof of any public im- 
provement to a special district.” 
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This, it appears to me, to be sufficient 
authority, if contained in the charter, to 
authorize the Council to adopt ordinances 
for the installation and connection of 
sewers, and, if necessary, for creating a 
special assessment district providing for 
the collection of the costs thereof upon the 
property benefitted. 


The Charter, Sec. 268 provides: ‘The 
City Council may establish, construct, 
repair and maintain sewers and drains 
whenever and wherever necessary and of 
such dimensions and materials, and under 
such regulations as it may deem proper, 
for the drainage of the water, and pri- 
vate property or the use thereof, may be 
taken therefor in the manner prescribed in 
this charter * * * ,” 


By force of the statute and the charter 
the Council adopted its ordinance No. 296, 
August 8, 1955, entitled: 


‘‘An ordinance regulating the use 
of public and private sewers and drains 
in the City of Lansing, private sew- 
age disposal, the installation and con- 
struction of building sewers and the 
discharge of waters and wastes into 
the public sewer system: and providing 
penalties for the violation thereof.”’ 


Section 43 provides: “Storm water and 
other unpolluted drainage shall be dis- 
charged into such sewers as are specifically 
designated as combined sewers or storm 
sewers or to a natural outlet approved by 
the Director of Public Service.’’ 


Section 54 provides: ‘‘Any person found 
to be violating any provisions of this ordi- 
nance except Sections 52 and 53 shall be 
served by the Director of Public Service 
with written notice stating the nature of 
such violation and providing a reasonable 
time limit for the satisfactory correction 
thereof. The offender shall, within the 
period of time stating in such notice, take 
such | ,corrective action as may be neces- 
sary.’ 


Section 55 provides a penalty for viola- 
tion, and Sections 56 and 57 provides that 
persons violating, may be enjoined by a 
suit in chancery from such violation and 
that such violator becomes liable to the 
City of Lansing for any expense, loss or 
damage occasioned to the City by reason 
of such violation. 


Until the adoption of the ordinance above 
mentioned the City had no control over 
the connection of drains carrying surface 
water into the sanitary sewer. The fact 
that such had theretofore been permitted 
does not now authorize or justify a con- 
tinuance when such continuance is a viola- 
tion of the law. 


It is my conclusion that the City has 
ample authority to direct and compel, if 
necessary, the discontinuance of connec- 
tions of surface drains with the sanitary 
sewer systems, upon giving of proper 
notice and a reasonable opportunity of 
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violators to comply, and that unless com- 
pliance is had an action in court against 
the violators will follow.

Special Report to Chief of Police: 


Main Street is an eastbound one way 
street. The Main Street pedestrian crossing 
at West Street is on the west side of Main 
Street. 


Hazard : 


The greatest hazard to pedestrians is the 
turning movement of cars. On this cross- 
ing due to the one way street, there are 
no turning movements through the desig- 
nated school crosswalk crossing Main Street. 


Children Crossing: 


146 children crossed Main Street; 17 
crossed West Street and Main Street using 
north crosswalk, 17 used south crosswalk 
crossing only West Street and 17 children 
were brought to school by car. 


Traffic Light: 


The traffic light causes a positive stop 
of cars and allows ample crossing. At no 
time was any child or car observed violating 
the light. 


Corrections Needed: 


Vehicular traffic does crowd up to the 
marked crosswalk and I believe this could 
be corrected by painting a standard stop 
line west of the crosswalk. 


Safety Patrols: 


Main Street School has instructed the 
safety patrol to hold children one foot back 
from curb. A line painted here would assist 
them to observe the distance. 


Therefore: We cannot recommend the 
placement of a school guard at the corner 
of Main and West Streets.

At a meeting of interested parties on 
Monday, February 6th, the undersigned 
was instructed to proceed with signing of 
the Civic Center east-west driveway run- 
ning parallel to W. Allegan Street between 
the south curb of Allegan Street and the 
Civic Center concourse.

Whereas, the Lansing community having 
grown to such proportions that it was 
found necessary to erect its great Civic 
Center, including the Veterans’ Memorial 
Auditorium, the Veterans’ Office building 
and the Civic Office wing; it being in the 
‘latter that the City has provided enlarged 
office space for the Chamber of Commerce, 
thus fulfilling terms as set forth by Mr. 
Prudden in his original grant; and 


Whereas. the Prudden Auditorium and 
the old Chamber of Commerce building 
occupy an area which is a part of that 
encompased in the Civic Center, and will 
be razed or removed; and 


Whereas, it is the wish and desire of 
the City of Lansing that the name of 
William K. Prudden and his great gener- 
osity, in giving to the City its first Civic 
Auditorium, be memorialized on the grounds 
of the Civic Center as a constant reminder 
and inspiration for all to see; therefore, 


Be It Resolved, by the Council of the 
City of Lansing, that the oil portrait of the 
late William K. Prudden, which has over 
the years graced the rotunda of the Prud- 
den Auditorium, be moved to the Veterans’ 
Memorial Auditorium of the Civic Center; 
that it be suitably framed, lighted and 
hung in a _ prominent location in the 
rotunda of said Auditorium; that a suit- 
ably enscribed bronze plaque be placed 
below the same or adjacent’ thereto, 
memorializing the life and works of Mr. 
Prudden ; and that said portrait and plaque 
remain in such location during the life 
of such building, or until such time as the 
City of Lansing, in the fulfillment of the 
basic plans for completion of the Civic 
Center, does erect and-open for use a 
much needed building to be known as the 
Prudden Assembly Hall, the Prudden Thea- 
ter or some similar name; at which time 
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said portrait and plaque would be removed 
to a suitable and permanent location in 
the same; and 


Be It Further Resolved, that a copy of 
this resolution be spread upon the minutes 
of this meeting; that a suitably enscribed 
copy be furnished each of his two sur- 
viving daughters, Mrs. Edwina Pattengill 
and Mrs. Amy Turner, as further evidence 
of the high esteem in which Mr. Prudden 
is held in this community; and that by 
this resolution, the City Council does for- 
mally express its deep appreciation to them 
for so graciously agreeing to those changes 
in the original grant which were so neces- 
sary to the ultimate completion of the 
Civic Center.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Alderman Lavey, read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend Section 2 of an 
ordinance entitled, ‘‘An ordinance to regu- 
late and restrict the location of trades and 
industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings here- 
after erected or altered, to regulate and 
determine the area of yards, courts, and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of famiiles which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and within such districts to regulate 
and restrict the erection, construction, re~ 
construction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to provide 
for the administration of said regulations 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide 
for the enforcement hereof, and to repeal 
the Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 
1927 and all amendments thereto and all 
other ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith,” and to add two new 
ar to stand as sections 6 (C) and 
1 ° 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1, Section 2 of an ordinance 
entitled, “‘An ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and indus- 
tries and the location of buildings designed 
for specified uses, to regulate and limit 
the height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts, and other 
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open spaces surrounding buildings, to 
limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the cty into dis- 
tricts and within such districts to regulate 
and restrict the erection, construction, re- 
construction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to pro- 
vide for the administration of said regula- 
tions and to prescribe penalties for the 
violation of the provisions hereof, and to 
provide for the enforcement hereof, and 
to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed June 
13th, 1927 and all amendments thereto 
and all other ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict herewith,” is hereby 
amended and new sections to stand as 
Section 6 (C) and Section 14 (B) are 
hereby added, said section 2 and new sec- 
tions to read as follows: 


SECTION 2 
Districts 

In order to regulate and restrict the 
location of buildings and other structures 
and of premises to be used for trade, indus- 
try, residence or other specified uses, to 
regulate and liimt the height and bulk of 
buildings and other structures hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine set-back building lines and the area 
of yards and other open spaces, the City 
of Lansing is hereby divided into districts 
of which there shall be FIFTEEN (15) 
known as: 

“A-A” OQOne-Family District 

“A” One-Family District 

“= Residence District 

— Two-Family District 

“D-M’”’ Multiple Dwelling District 

“—” Apartment District 


“D-1” PROFESSIONAL OFFICES 
DISTRICT 


“E” Apartment Shop District 
“E-1’’ Drive-In Shop District 
“r= Commercial District 

“a Business District 

“G-2”" Wholesale District 

a: ha Light Industrial District 
oa Heavy Industrial District 
oe Parking District 


The boundaries of the districts are shown 
upon the map attached hereto and made a 
part of this ordinance, which map is desig- 
nated as the “District Map.’’ The district 
map and all notations, references and other 
information shown thereon are a part of 
this ordinance and have the same force 
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and effect as if the district map and all 
the notations, references and other infor- 
mation shown thereon were all fully set 
forth or described herein, which district 
map is properly attested and is on file 
with the Clerk of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan. 


All territory which may hereafter be 
annexed to the City of Lansing shall be 
‘considered as being in the ‘‘A’’? One-Family 
District until otherwise changed by ordi- 
nance. 


Except as hereinafter provided: 


(1) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, enlarged, reconstructed or struc- 
turally altered, nor shall any land be 
used which does not comply with all the 
district regulations established by this 
ordinance for a district in which the build- 
ing or land is located. 


(2) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 
to exceed the height or bulk limit herein 
established for the district in which such 
building is located. 


(3) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 
so as to intrude upon the area required 
for the front, side and rear yards as here- 
in established; provided further, that no 
yard or open space on ajoining prop- 
erty shall be considered as providing a 
yard or open space for a lot wherever a 
building is to be erected. 


(4) No lot area shall be so reduced or 
diminished that the yards or other open 
spaces shall be smaller than prescribed by 
this ordinance, nor shall the density of 
population be increased in any manner ex- 
cept in conformity with the area regula- 
tions as hereinafter provided, nor shall 
the area of any lot be reduced below the 
minimum requirements herein established. 


(5) Every building hereafter erected or 
structurally altered shall be located on a 
lot as herein defined and in no case shall 
there be more than one main building and 
the customary accessory building on one 
lot as hereinafter provided.

Honorable Mayor and Members: 


In order to proceed with the construc- 
tion of Railroad Grade separation at M-78 
(East Saginaw Street) and the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad, it is necessary to close 
Saginaw Street immediately to through 
traffic, both trunkline and local. 


The closing of Saginaw Street in this 
area makes it necessary for us to re-route 
trunkline M-78 and, after discussing this 
matter with Mr. Collins Thornton and Mr. 
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Allen Hayes, it appears that the route to 
follow is Grand River Avenue from the 
present intersection of US-16 and M-78 
to the intersection of Larch Street. How- 
ever, the large volume of turning move- 
ment that will have to be handled from the 
east to the south makes it necessary to 
provide for this left-turn from Grand River 
at Cedar Street, instead of Larch Street. 
This movement would then proceed south 
on Cedar Street to Ash Street, east on 
Ash Street to Larch Street. M-78 traffic 
northbound on Larch Street will proceed 
easterly on Grand River Avenue by mak- 
ing a right-turn movement. 


As part of this trunkline routing and 
also to improve the operation of US-16 and 
M-78, we will operate Grand River Ave- 
hue one-way westbound and Saginaw Street 
one-way eastbound between Marshall Street 
and their intersection near East Lansing. 
This requires the use of Marshall Street 
between Grand River and Saginaw Street 
as trunkline, which we will have to rebuild 
as soon as weather permits. 


As you no doubt realize, the 20,000 
vehicles now using East Saginaw Street 
daily will have to travel to a large extent 
on East Michigan and East Grand River 
Avenues. Michigan Avenue and Grand 
River Avenue are each carrying approxi- 
mately 21,000 vehicles daily in the vicinity 
of the railroad crossings at present, and 
with the addition of the traffic now using 
Saginaw Street it is apparent that more 
capacity must be provided. 


As part of the above program it is neces- 
sary to prohibit parking at all times on 
both sides of Grand River Avenue between 
Cedar and Sheridan Streets, and also pro- 
hibit parking on both sides of Grand River 
Avenue from Washington Avenue to Cedar 
Street between the hours of 7:00 and 9:00 
a.m., and 4:00 to 6:00 p.m. 


We are asking the use of Cedar Street 
from Grand River to Ash Street and Ash 
Street from Cedar Street to Larch Street 
for use of westbound temporary M-78 
traffic. These city streets are already used 
for westbound vehicles on US-16 desiring 
to turn south on US-27 and US-127 due to 
the left-turn prohibition at the Grand River 
and Larch Street intersection. 


The temporary route for M-43 as agreed 
upon by the City Engineer and the State 
Highway Department will start at Michi- 
gan and Larch and continue west to Capitol 
Avenue, at. which point it will proceed 
north on Capitol Avenue to Saginaw 
Street. Eastbound temporary M-43 will 
commence at Saginaw and Walnut Street 
and run south to.Jonia where it will turn 
east on Jonia and proceed to Grand Ave- 
nue. It will proceed south on Grand Ave- 
nue to Michigan Avenue and thence east 
to Larch and Michigan where it will rejoin 
permanent M-43. We request Council per- 
mission to use the city streets for this 
temporary route. 


In order to increase the capacity neces- 
sary to meet the demand on East Michigan 
Avenue, on the determined trunkline sec- 
tion, the following regulations will have 
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to become effective at the same time as 
those on Grand River Avenue: 


1. On the south side of East Michigan 
Avenue between Larch and Jones 
Streets, parallel parking only will be 
permitted. Parking will be  pro- 
hibited at all times between Jones and 
Regent Streets. Parallel parking only 
between Regent Street and Fairview 
Avenue, and parking will be pro- 
hibited at all times between Fairview 
Avenue and Mifflin Street. 


2. On the north side of East Michigan 
Avenue parking will be prohibited at 
all times from Howard Street to 
Fairview Avenue. Parallel parking 
only will be permitted between Fair- 
view and Clemens Avenues, and park- 
ing will be prohibited at all times 
between Clemens and Pennsylvania 
Avenue. Parallel parking only will 
be permitted between Pennsylvania 
Avenue and Larch Street. 


We recognize the need of extending the 
parallel parking on Michigan Avenue to 
the area lying between Larch Street and 
Capitol Avenue, but since this is primarily 
a problem of local traffic we feel that 
needed traffic regulations are the responsi- 
bility of the City of Lansing. The signing 
of temporary M-43 in this area merely pro- 
vides continuity of the trunkline since 
traffic going through the City of Lansing 
on M-43 is very small. 


We further find it necessary to prohibit 
parking at all times on the east side of 
US-27 (Larch Street) between Saginaw 
Street and Grand River Avenue, and on the 
west side between Ash and Saginaw Streets. 
The present parking restrictions on this 
route covers only the rush hour periods. 


Your immediate concurrence in this pro- 
gram is imperative since Saginaw Street 
will be closed Wednesday, March 7th, so 
that construction schedules can be main- 
tained.

In fulfilling the request of the council 
on February 6th, the Air Pollution Engi- 
neer of the Air Pollution Commission has 
the following report to make on the reso- 
lution of Ald. Poxson: 


Duo-Therm and Federal Drop Forge do 
not have fly ash generating equipment. The 
fly ash nuisance created in the southwest 
part of Lansing, from Washington Avenue 
to Logan Street and from Main Street to 
Mt. Hope Avenue, is caused from either the 
Board of Water and Light plant at Moores 
Park or the Atlas Drop Forge, or both. 


The Air Pollution Commission, at its 
meeting on December 6, 1954, referred a 
resolution to the council of the city of 
Lansing regarding the complaints from fly 
ash created by the Moores Park station. 


Under date of December 20, 1954, the 
superintendent of the Board of Water and 
Light, Mr. O. E. Eckert, sent a letter to 
Ald. Poxson and the council, in which he 
stated the position of the Board with 
respect to this problem. We acknowledge 
the continuance of fly ash nuisance due to 
the municipal power plant. In the case 
of the Atlas Drop Forge, contact has been 
made with their engineer, in which he has 
presented evidence of bids for correcting 
the difficulty at their plant. The present 
bids include mechanical separation devices

for removing fly ash coming from their 
stack. Attached to this report is a letter 
from Mr. Markle, Chief Engineer from 
Atlas Drop Forge, stating the activities of 
his company towards the reduction of fiy 
ash generation from their power plant.

At a meeting this morning between Com- 
missioner Ziegler and Mayor Crego regard- 
ing changes in detours that are in effect, 
resulting from the closing of Saginaw 
Street for the construction of the New 
York Central grade separation it was agreed 
to start immediately with necessary re- 
construction on Sheridan Street from its 
junction with US-16 to Larch Street, and 
at the time these improvements are com- 
pleted M-78 will be rerouted from Grand 
River Avenue to Sheridan Street, and Sheri- 
dan Street, Grand River Avenue and Sagi- 
naw Street will operate one way from 
Pennsylvania east to the junction of M-78 
and US-16.

Act No. 222 of the P. A. of 19438, pro- 
vides that: 


‘Amendments or modifications to 
such certified plats, * * * may be made 
and certified by the commission (plan- 
ning commission) to the legislative 
body, and ordinances embodying amend- 
ments to or changes in such certified 
plats may be adopted by the legis- 
lative body, in accordance with the 
procedure prescribed by law, for the 
enactment of municipal ordinances: 
Provided, That notice of the time and 
place when and where it shall be con- 
sidered for final passage shall be sent 
by mail to the record owners of land 
located within or abutting on the lines 
of proposed streets, ways, places, 
parks, playgrounds, or other public 
grounds. Any such proposed amend- 
ment or change shall be submitted to 
and approved by the planning com- 
mission * * * ,’’ 


The Home Rule Act, under which the 
City of Lansing is incorporated, provides 
that when the city charter is properly 
filed with the Secretary of State and the 
County Clerk after it has been adopted, 
it thereupon becomes law. Therefore, the 
requirement that the amending ordinance 
be adopted with the procedure prescribed 
by law, means the procedure prescribed by 
the city’s charter.

Gentlemen : 


Enclosed is a copy of the city water 
rates that have been in effect since Febru- 
ary 1, 1949, and the water rates that will 
be in effect April Ist. Since February lst, 
1949 labor and material costs have in- 
creased substantially. The amount of 
water used by the City has also increased. 
The static water level in the wells has 
gone down so that pumping costs have in- 
creased. 


Since taking over the Landel Metro- 
politan District, approximately 2,084 cus- 
tomers who formerly paid Landel rates for 
their water have been billed on City rates 
provided they live inside the City. This 
has cut the revenue received from those 
customers so that it is less than half of 
what they formerly paid. 


If the City is to furnish an adequate 
supply of water to its customers, particu- 
larly throughout the summer months, more 
wells, more mains to bring water to the 
conditioning plant, and more distribution 
mains will have to be installed. 


Because the Landel rates are already 
more than twice the City rate and be- 
cause the Landel rates are higher than the 
Lansing Township West Side Water Dis- 
trict rates, it was not thought advisable 
to raise the Landel rates at this time. 


The rates for sewer service in the Landel 
area are established on a different basis 
than those in the City of Lansing. Rates 
for sewer service in Lansing are 50% or 
less of the water bill. In the Landel area, 
they are 74% or more of the higher Landel 
water rate. A copy of the Landel water 
and sewer service rates is also attached. 
It will be noted that the Landel sewer 
service rates are not a fixed percentage 
of the water rate as they are in the City 
of Lansing.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Alderman Lavey, read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance adopting precised plats 
showing the proposed future outside lines 
of downtown alleys, and declaring the in- 
tention of the City of Lansing to acquire 
privately owned lands within said proposed 
future outside lines, within twenty years 
from date hereof, and regulating the erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, or alter- 
ation of buildings or structures within said 
proposed lines. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That, under authority of 
Act number 222 of the Public Acts of 
Michigan of 1948, and in accordance with 
the Master Plan of Alleys for the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, as adopted by the Lan- 
sing City Plan Commission on May 4, 
1950, as amended by the City Plan Commis- 
sion on March 19, 1956, said Plan Com- 
mission has made and certified detailed and 
precised plats showing the proposed future 
outside lines of proposed alleys, which plats 
are hereby adopted and made a part of this 
ordinance. 


Section 2. It is hereby declared that the 
adoption of such certified plats shall not 
of themselves constitute or be deemed to 
constitute the taking of any land for the 
widening or opening of such alleys, nor 
the depriving of any legally recorded owner 
of land located within said outside lines 
from reasonable use of such land as 
provided hereinafter, but it shall be the 
intention of the City of Lansing to acquire 
or cause to be acquired, from time to time, 
the privately owned lands lying within said 
outside lines as shown on said plats, ade- 
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quate in width and design to provide for 
free movement of traffic, within twenty 
years from date hereof, and to provide 
for the general welfare, convenience and 
safety of the people of the City of Lansing. 


Section 8. After the effective date of 
this ordinance, no permit shall be issued 
for, and no building or structure or part 
thereof shall be erected or constructed, and 
no building or structure shall be altered or 
reconstructed within said outside lines as 
shown on portions of said plat located 
within the corporate limits of the City of 
Lansing, or which may from time to time 
become located therein, except as other- 
wise provided for in this ordinance. 


Section 4. The owner or person to whom 
is assessed any land located within said 
outside lines, as set forth in Section 3 
above, may file with the Lansing Zoning 
Board of Appeals an appeal for a special 
permit for the erection, construction, re- 
construction, or alteration of a _ building 
or structure, or part thereof, within said 
outside lines, and the Zoning Board of 
Appeals may receive, consider, and take 
action upon such appeal subject to the 
conditions and limitations set forth here- 
inafter. 


Section 5. Upon appeal, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals shall determine the 
facts relating thereto, and, before taking 
any action, shall hold a public hearing 
thereon, at least ten (10) days’ notice of 
the time and place of which shall be given 
to the appellant by mail sent to the 
address specified by the appellant in his 
appeal petition. | 


Section 6. The Zoning Board of Appeals 
shall have the power on appeal filed in 
accordance with the provisions of this 
ordinance, and subject specifically to limita- 
tions set forth in this section to authorize 
the granting of a permit for and the erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, or alter- 
ation of a building, or structure, or part 
thereof, within said outside lines as shown 
on said plat, in any case in which the 
Board finds, upon the evidence and argu- 
ments presented to it on such appeal, (a) 
that the entire property of the appellant 
located in whole, or in part, within the 
outside lines shown on the plat cannot yield 
a reasonable return to the owner unless 
such permit be granted, and (b) that, bal- 
ancing the interest of the municipality 
in preserving the integrity of the adopted 
plat and the interests of the owner of the 
property in the use and benefits of his 
property, the granting of such permit is 
required by considerations of justice and 
equity. 


Section 7. In the event the Board de- 
cides to authorize a building permit and 
erection, it shall provide the greatest 
possible protection to the intent and purpose 
of this ordinance by specifying the exact 
location, ground area, height, and other 
details and conditions of size, character 
and construction, and also the duration 
of the building, structure, or part thereof, 
to be permitted. Before authorizing the 
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granting of such a permit, the Board shall 
obtain from the owner a signed and nota- 
rized agreement that, at such time as the 
City desires to acquire the property, the 
owner shall remove such permitted build- 
ing or structure, or part thereof, at his own 
expense, and without compensation from 
the City. 


Section 8. In the event the Board finds 
it necessary, in consideration of justice 
and equity, to authorize the issuing of a 
permit for a building or structure, or part 
thereof, within said outside lines, a period 
of sixty (60) days shall elapse after such 
decision is reached before the permit is 
issued, in order that notice of such deci- 
sion may be transmitted without delay 
by the Board to the City Council, which 
thereupon may decide, at its discretion, 
to acquire the property in order to prevent 
the erection of any building or structure 
which would render such property difficult 
to acquire at a later time. 


Section 9. Amendments to this ordi- 
nance, or changes in the outside lines 
shown on the plat accompanying and made 
a part of this ordinance shall be made in 
accordance with the State Law pertaining 
thereto. 


Section 10. This ordinance is declared 
severable and if any section or any part 
of a section is held to be unconstitutional 
the validity of the balance of this ordi- 
nance shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 11. Ordinance No. 284 adopted 
January 4, 1954 is hereby repealed.

The Com- 
mission could see no apparent need for this 
restriction in this area. 


The Traffic Commission denied request 
for 10 minute parking on the north side of 
E. Shiawassee Street just east of Larch 
Street during off-peak hours due to the 
volume of traffic Shiawassee Street is 
carrying and also due to fact that this 
parking would take place in an area on the 
approach to a traffic signal. 


The request of Rabbi Philip Frankel, 
Congregation Shaarey-Zedek, for relaxation 
of parking prohibition on Pennsylvania 
Avenue during special religious services 
was denied by the Traffic Commission as 
impractical and impossible to comply with. 
It was the opinion of the Commission that 
adequate unrestricted street parking on 
other streets in the area is available. 


The Traffic Commission denied request 
via petition from merchants in the 400 and 
500 blocks of E. Shiawassee Street that 
parking be permitted in the so-called off- 
peak hours. Traffic volume counts show 
sufficient volume of traffic in both direc- 
tions to justify use of four lanes for the 
movement of traffic. Turning movements 
at Cedar and Larch by vehicles in the 500 
block of Shiawassee make it mandatory 
that we have full use of the street. The 
location of the City Market generates a 
lot of traffic. which will continue to in- 
crease in the months ahead. A_ typical 
- Saturday count shows heavy volume from 
9 A.M. to 1 P.M. in this area, which would 
‘have: only two lanes for movement if off- 
peak parking were permitted.

This is in line with 
the recent recommendation of the Municipal 
Parking Authority Commission in regard 
to City off-street parking lots. 


To expedite the heavy volume of east- 
bound traffic on W. Shiawassee Street be- 
tween Seymour Avenue and Washington 
Avenue, the Traffic Commission recommends 
for City Council’s consideration two changes 
in parking regulations: 


1. Shiawassee Street is narrower on the 
south side from Capitol Avenue east 
to the alley than it is from the alley 
east to Washington Avenue. With 
parking permitted in this narrower 
section it is impossible to operate two 
lanes of traffic from Capitol to alley. 
This causes considerable congestion 
in this area. The Commission recom- 
mends that parking be prohibited on 
the south side of W. Shiawassee from 
Capitol east to the alley between the 
hours of 7 A.M. - 7 P.M. Four park- 
ing spaces would be eliminated but 
there is adequate and convenient off- 
street parking immediately adjacent 
in this area. 


2. Traffic from the west, eastbound on 
W. Shiawassee, which formerly used 
W. Saginaw, backs up from Capitol 
Avenue to and beyond Walnut Street. 
In No. 1 above we are taking steps 
to provide for two lanes east between 
Capitol and the alley, which will give 
us two lanes east to Pennsylvania. We 
have one lane for eastbound traffic 
west of Capitol with a left turn lane 
marked up to Capitol. By prohibiting 
parking on the south side of W. 
Shiawassee from Seymour to Capitol 
between the hours of 3 P.M. - 6 P.M., 
except Saturdays and Sundays, we can 
prevent some of this backup which 
now takes place.

Request to operate the traffic signals at 
Pacific and Cedar and Greenlawn and Cedar 
simultaneously was denied by the Traffic 
Commission.

would increase accidents and would incon- 
venience a lot more people than it would 
benefit. The Commission also wishes to 
point out that much of the alleged difficulty 
in this area could be eliminated if motor- 
ists would take advantage of existing traffic 
controls. 


Considering the volume of traffic on 
Cedar Street the accident rate at Cedar and 
Lincoln is extremely low. In 1953 there 
were 4 accidents only 1 of which involved 
a vehicle coming off Lincoln onto Cedar. 
In 1954 there were 4 accidents only 1 of 
which involved a vehicle coming off Lincoln 
onto Cedar. In 1955 there were 2 accidents, 
1 of which involved a vehicle coming off 
Lincoln onto Cedar. 


At Cedar and Rockford Road the acci- 
dent rate is even lower. In 1955 there 
was one accident which actually had 
nothing to do with the intersection. There 
were NO accidents in 1954 or 1953. 


The State Highway Department is defi- 
nitely against any change in the present 
traffic signal operation which moves traffic 
on Cedar Street in this area efficiently and 
obviously quite safely.

Honorable Members: 


Two left turns—not connected with the 
report concerning 500 block of E. Shia- 
wassee—are causing considerable trouble at 
Larch and Shiawassee. They are two left 
turns which will be automatically elimi- 
nated when Larch Street is designated a 
one-way northbound street. The Traffic 
Commission recommends for City Council’s 
consideration that the left turn by south- 
bound vehicles on Larch to go east on 
Shiawassee be prohibited between the hours 
of 7 A.M. - 9 A.M. and 8 P.M. - 6 P.M. 
Also, that the left turn by westbound vehi- 
cles on Shiawassee to go south on Larch 
be prohibited at all times. 


This latter prohibition will enable us to 
operate an extended green for eastbound 
vehicles on Shiawassee thereby permitting 
vehicles to turn left into Larch giving 
this heavy left turn additional green time.

Longevity Bonus 


All employees in the active service of the 
City, excepting elected officials, shall be 
entitled to receive a longevity bonus for 
length of service with the City according 
to the following rules and schedule of pay- 
ment: 


(A) Longevity bonus shall be computed as 
a percentage of employee’s regular 
annual base’ salary or wage. Base 
salary or wage shall be that salary 
or wage which an employee is being 
paid on the first regularly scheduled 
pay period of the fiscal year in which 
a longevity bonus is due. Base salary 
or wage shall not include overtime 
pay, premium pay or uniform allow- 
ance. 


(B) Longevity Bonus shall be based on 
full time, continuous service. Em- 
ployees rendering seasonal or part 
time service shall be entitled to pay- 
ment on the same basis as regular 
full time employees, when their cumu- 


(C) Following completion of six years of 
continuous ful] time service by Octo- 
ber first of any year and continuing 
in subsequent years of such service 
each employee shall receive annual 
longevity payments as provided in the 
schedule. 


(D) To be eligible for longevity payments 
subsequent to the first payment, an 
employee must have completed con- 
tinuous full time service equal to the 
service required for original eligibility 
plus a minimum of one additional 
year of such service for each payment. 


(E) Payments to employees who become 
eligible by October first of any year 
shall be due the subsequent December 
first. The first payment shall be due 
December first 1956. 


(F) It shall be the duty of all Department 
Heads on November 15 of each year, 
beginning November 15, 1956, to fur- 
nish the City Comptroller with a list 
of employees who are eligible to re- 
ceive a longevity payment on Decem- 
ber first of each year. Department 
Heads shall indicate in the manner 
prescribed by the Comptroller, the 
amount of Longevity Bonus due each 
such employee, and the Comptroller 
shall then authorize payment as of 
December first of each year.

The following Personnel Rules shall apply 
to all full tme, yearly salaried employees 
excepting employees of the Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners and the Board of 
Water and Electric Light Commissioners, 


I — Sick Leave: 


(A) Employees shall be entitled to sick 
leave with pay of one working day 
for each completed month of service 
except that no sick leave credit can 
be earned during a leave of absence 
without pay. 


(B) Effective May 1, 1956, all absences 

including absences charged to sick 
leave shall be reported to the Per- 
sonnel Director on forms provided for 
that purpose. 


(C) Sick leave credit may be accumulated 
if not used but the total acumulation 
shall not exceed 90 days. 


(D) Employees may utilize sick leave for 
absences due to their own illness or 
injury and illness or death in the em- 
ployee’s immediate family which neces- 
sitates his absence from work, but for 
no other purpose. 


(E) Employees who are eligible for work 
disability benefit under the Michigan 
Workmen’s Compensation Law, may 
utilize sick leave credits to the extent 
of the difference between workmen’s 
compensation payments and the em- 
ployee’s regular salary. 


(F) Sick leave will not be allowed in ad- 
vance of being earned or in antici- 
pation of future leave credit. If an 
employee does not have sufficient sick 
leave credit to cover a period of 
absence due to illness or injury, pay- 
roll deductions for the time lost shal] 
be made for the pay period in which 
absence occurred. 


(G) When an employee is not able to 
report for work because of illness, or 
injury, it shall be the employee’s re- 
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sponsibility to notify his supervisor 
or departmental office not later than 
two hours after his regular starting 
time. Unless such notice is received, 
no sick leave will be approved. 


(H) A physician’s certificate or other per- 
tinent evidence of illness will be re- 
quired by Department Heads and the 
Personnel Director to substantiate all 
claims for sick leave. Falsification of 
such evidence shall be cause for dis- 
missal. 


II — Vacation Leave: 


All regular full time employees who have 
worked one year or more for the City 
shal] receive vacation leave according to the 
following schedule: 


Length of Annual Vacation 
Service Leave 
One year and less 
than 11 Yrs. ........... 10 Work Days 
11 Yrs. or more __._... 15 Work Days 


(A) Vacation leave shall be based on 
length of continuous service except 
that part-time employees will receive 
credit for cumulative service. No va- 
cation leave shall be earned by any 
employee during a leave of absence 
without pay. 


(B) Vacation leave is expressed in ‘“‘work 
days”’ so that in the event an em- 
ployee desires to take one or two 
days at different times, there is no 
question as to the amount of time 
taken or remaining to the employee’s 
credit. 


(C) Vacation leave shall be paid at the 
authorized regular rate of pay at the 
time the vacation is taken. 


(D) Vacation leave credit shall accrue 
from the date an employee enters the 
service of the City. Vacation leave 
shall be granted to employees by their 
Department Heads at such times as 
will least interfere with the efficient 
operation of the Department and with 
due regard for the expressed prefer- 
ence of the employee concerned. 


(E) It is highly desirable that vacations 
be taken every year. It is, however, 
recognized that occasions may arise 
when full vacations cannot be taken. 
Consequently, unused vacation leave, 
not to exceed 5 work days, may under 
certain circumstances be carried over 
from one year to the next. 


(F) If an employee leaves the service of 
the City before completing one year 
of service, he will receive no accrued 
vacation pay. An employee who has 
served over one year shall be paid for 
any accrued vacation due when he 
leaves the service of the City. 
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III — Salaries: 


All new employees shall receive the 
minimum rate of pay for their classification 
as set forth in the Compensation Schedule 
of rates during the first six months of 
service unless because of unusual qualifica- 
tions or experience, a higher rate is ap- 
proved by the Department Head and Per- 
sonnel Director. Pay increases in the 
amounts and at the intervals provided for 
in the Compensation Schedule for the spe- 
cific classification shall be granted to all 
employees for satisfactory service. 


IV — Holidays: 


All regular full time employees are en- 
titled to seven holidays per year for which 
they shall receive pay at their normal rate 
providing that they have worked the last 
regularly scheduled hours immediately pre- 
ceding the holiday and the first regularly 
scheduled hours immediately following the 


holiday. The authorized holidays are as 
follows:

V — Leave of Absence: 


All leaves of absence shall be initiated 
by Department Heads on Change of Status 
Notce forms and approved by the Personnel 
Director. 


(A) Military Leave of Absence: 


._ Employees who are inducted into the 
Armed Forces of the United States under 
provisions of the Selective Service Act of 
1940 and as amended shall be entitled to a 
leave of absence without pay for the period 
of service required by such original induc- 
tion. Upon their honorable discharge and 
if physically fit to perform the duties of 
the position which they held upon entering 
the military service, such employees shall 
be reinstated to their former positions or 
one comparable to it providing that they 
make formal application for reinstatement 
within 90 days after the date of military 
service discharge. Military service as above 
defined, shall be credited to a reinstated 
employee’s length of City service subject to 
the provisions of Article V, Sections 3 and 
4 of the City of Lansing Employee’s Retire- 
ment System, Ordinance number 132 


(B) Military Reserve Leave of Absence: 
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Regular, full time employees who are 
members with active status of an armed 
forces reserve unit, shall at their request, 


be granted a leave of absence with regular . 


pay (exclusive of overtime or premium 
pay) for such time as is required to engage 
in an annual reserve training program but 
not to exceed 10 working days per year. 
Any such leave in excess of 10 working 
days per year shall be charged against an 
employee’s vacation leave. Requests for 
Military Reserve Leave of Absence must 
be accompanied by a written order from the 
Commander of the armed forces reserve 
unit involved, indicating report and return 
dates of training period. Employees who 
subsequent to their date of hire desire to 
become active members of an armed forces 
reserve unit, must secure the written per- 
mission of their Department Head. 


(C) Other Leave of Absence: 


Employees may be granted a leave of 
absence without pay in cases of excep- 
tional need such as: settlement of an estate, 
serious illness or disability of an employee 
or member of his family and temporary 
termination of work which will not ad- 
versely affect the operations of the depart- 
ment. AJl such leaves of absence shall be 
subject to whatever documentary evidence

PERSONNEL RULES 
May 1, 1956 


\ The following Personnel Rules shall 
apply to all Hourly and Weekly rated em- 
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ployees of the City of Lansing excepting 
employees of the Board of Water and 
Electric Light Commissioners. 


1. Hours: Forty hours shall constitute a 
work week and eight hours a work day 
for which the regular hourly rate shall 
be paid. Time worked in excess of 
eight hours per day or forty hours 
per week shall be compensated for at 
the rate of one and one-half times 
the regular hourly rate of pay, exclu- 
sive of night shift or premium pay. 


2. Premium Pay: Employees who are 
required to work four or more hours 
between 7:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. shall 
receive eight cents per hour premium 
for each hour up to eight hours worked 
in that shift. Such premium is to be 
added to the total wages and does not 
increase the hourly rate nor apply to 
an overtime rate of pay. 


8. Holidays: All regular full time em- 
ployees (including full time seasonal 
employees) are entitled to seven holi- 
days per year for which they shall 
receive pay at their normal rate, pro- 
viding that they have worked the last 
regularly scheduled hours immediately 
preceding the holiday and the first 
regularly scheduled hours immediately 
following the holiday. The authorized 
holidays are as follows: 


New Year’s Day-................ January 1

Independence Day.._................ July 4

When an authorized holiday falls on a 
Saturday or Sunday, the following Mon- 
day shall be observed as the authorized 
holiday. 


(A) If an employee is required to work on 
an authorized holiday, he shall be paid 
the regular rate of pay plus time and 
one-half for such hours worked. 


(B) If an employee is required to work 
on a Sunday, except when Sunday is 
part of the normally scheduled work 
week, he shall be paid at the rate of 
two times the normal rate of pay for 
such hours worked providing the 
employee has not lost time during the 
pay week through no fault of his own. 


(C) The purpose and intent of this rule is 
to avoid having employees suffer loss 
of earnings because of holidays oc- 
curring when employees would be 
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otherwise working. Therefore, any 
questions relative to Holidays shall 
be viewed and settled in accordance 
with this purpose and intent. 


4. Equalization of Overtime: 


When overtime work is required, it shall 
be equalized as nearly as possible among 
employees holding identical job classifica- 
tions within a single departmental division. 


5. Pay Week: 


The pay week shall be Wednesday through 
Tuesday, inclusive. 


6. Seniority: 


Seniority shall be based on continuous 
service and shall not accrue to part-time, 
temporary, contract and seasonal personnel. 
Part-time, temporary, contract and seasonal 
personnel shall receive credit for accumu- 
lated service for purposes of computing 
wage and salary rates. _ 


(A) Departmental job openings shall be 
posted on employee bulletin boards 
for a period of at least 3 days prior 
to the job being filled. When, in the 
opinion of the supervisor and depart- 
ment head concerned, ability and 
capacity are equal, job preference will 
be given to the employee with the 
most seniority. 


(B) All new employees shall be regarded 
as on probation for the first six 
months of their employment. After 
completion of six months of service, 
probationary status will cease and 
seniority will include the six month 
period. 


(C) Employees who are laid off due to a 
reduction in the work force shall, if 
physically fit, be offered re-employ- 
ment before any new employees hold- 
ing the same job classification are 
hired into the department. If re- 
employed within one year from the 
date of lay off, such employees shall 
retain seniority held at the time of 
the lay off. 


(D) Any employee who resigns or other- 
wise leaves the service of the City 
of his own volition, shall forfeit all 
accumulated seniority. Any employee 
who is discharged for just cause shall 
forfeit all accumulated seniority. 


7. Report Pay: 

Employees requested to report for work 
with no work available shall receive two 
hours pay at the normal hourly rate. 

8. Leave of Absence: 


All leaves of absence shall be initiated 
by Department Heads on Change of Status 
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Notice forms and approved by the Per- 
sonnel Director. 


(A) Employees who are inducted into the

Armed Forces of the United States 
under provisions of the Selective Serv- 
ice Act of 1940, and as amended, shall 
be entitled to a leave of absence with- 
out pay for the period of service re- 
quired by such original induction. Up- 
on their honorable discharge and if 
physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon 
entering military service, such em- 
ployees shall be reinstated to their 
former poitions or one comparable to 
it providing that they make formal 
application for reinstatement within 
90 days after the date of military 
service discharge. Military service as 
above defined, shall be credited to a 
reinstated employee’s length of City 
service subject to the provisions of 
Article V, Sections 3 and 4 of the City 
of Lansing Employee’s Retirement 
System, Ordinance number 132. 


Military Reserve Leave of Absence: 


Regular full time employees who are 
members with active status of an 
armed forces reserve unit shall, at 
their request, be granted a leave of 
absence with regular pay (exclusive 
of overtime or premium pay) for such 
time as is required to engage in an 
annual reserve training program, but 
not to exceed 10 working days per 
year. Any such leave in excess of 10 
working days per year shall be charged 
against an employee’s vacation leave. 
Requests for Military Reserve Leave 
of Absence must be accompanied by 
a written order from the Commander 
of the armed forces reserve unit in- 
volved, indicating report and return 
dates of training period. Employees 
who subsequent to their date of hire 
desire to become active members of 
an armed forces reserve unit, must 
secure the written permission of their 
Department Head. 


Other Leave of Absence: 


Employees may be granted a leave of 
absence without pay and without loss 
of accumulated seniority in cases of 
exceptional need such as: settlement 
of an estate, serious illness or dis- 
ability of an employee or member of 
his family and temporary termination 
of work which will not adversely affect 
the operations of the department. All 
such leaves of absence shall be sub- 
ject to whatever documentary evi- 
dence the Department Head and Per- 
sonnel Director may require and shall 
be granted for periods not longer than 
90 days unless extensions are approved 
at the discretion of the Department 
Head and Personnel Director. 


9. Sick Leave: 


Beginning May 1, 1956, employees shall 
be entitled to sick leave with pay of one 
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working day for each completed month of 


service thereafter, 


except that no_ sick 


leave credit can be earned during a leave 


of absence without pay.

Effective May 1, 1956, all absences, 
including absences charged to sick 
leave, shall be reported to the Person- 
nel Director on forms provided for 
that purpose.

Employees may utilize sick leave foi 
absences due to their own illness -er 
injury and illness or death in the em- 
ployee’s immediate family which neces- 
sitates his absence from work. A 
maximum of one day’s sick leave time 
may be utilized for attendance at 
funerals of an employee’s immediate 
family. 


Employees who are eligible for work 
disability benefit under the Michigan 
Workmen’s Compensation Law, may 
utilize sick leave credits to the extent 
of the difference between workmen’s 
compensation payments and the em- 
ployee’s regular salary or wage. 


Sick leave will not be allowed in 
advance of being earned or in antici- 
pation of future leave credits. If an 
employee does not have sufficient sick 
leave credit to cover a period of ab- 
sence due to illness or injury, payroll 
deductions for the time lost shall be 
made for the pay period in which ab- 
sence occurred. 


When an employee is not able to 
report for work because of illness or 
injury, it shall be the employee’s re- 
sponsibility to notify his supervisor or 
departmental office not later than two 
hours after his regular starting time. 
Unless such notice is reecived, no sick 
leave will be approved. 


No sick leaye. 
will be granted for the first day™ of: 
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(G) A physician’s certificate or other per- 
tinent evidence of illness will be 
required by Department Heads and 
the Personnel Director to substan- 
tiate all claims for sick leave. Falsi- 
fication of such evidence shall be cause 
for dismissal. 


10. Vacation Leave: 


All regular full time employees who have 
worked one year or more for the City shall 
receive vacation leave according to the 
following schedule:

(A) Vacation leave credits shall be based 
on length of continuous service except 
that seasonal employees will receive 
credit for cumulative service. No va- 
cation leave shall be earned by any 
employee during a leave of absence 
without pay. 


(B) Vacation leave is expressed in ‘‘work 
days’”’ so that in the event an em- 
ployee desires to take one or two days 
at different times, there is no ques- 
tion as to the amount of time taken 
or remaining to the employee’s credit. 


(C) Vacation leave shall be paid at the 
authorized regular rate of pay at the 
time the vacation is taken. 


(D) Vacation leave credit shall accrue 
from the date an employee enters the 
service of the city. Vacation leave 
shall be granted to employees by their 
Department Heads at such times as 
will least interfere with the efficient 
operation of the Department and with 
due regard for the expressed prefer- 
ence of the employee concerned. 


(E) It is highly desirable that vacations 
be taken every year. It is, however, 
recognized that occasions may arise 
when full vacations cannot be taken. 
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Consequently, unused vacation leave 
(not to exceed 5 work days) may 
under certain circumstances be car- 
ried over from one year to the next. 


(F) If an employee leaves the service of 
the City before completing one year 
of service, he will receive no accrued 
vacation pay. An employee who has 
served over one year shall be paid 
for any accrued vacation due when he 
leaves the service of the City. 


11. Wages and Salaries: 


All new employees shall receive the mini- 
mum rate of pay for their classification as 
set forth in the Compensation Schedule of 
rates during the first six months of service, 
unless because of unusual qualifications or 
experience, a higher rate is approved by the 
Department Head and Personnel Director. 
Pay increases in the amounts and at the 
intervals provided for in the Compensation 
Schedule for the specific classification shall 
be granted to all employees for satisfactory 
service, 


12. Representation : 


Employees shall have the right to desig- 
nate representatives of their own choosing. 
Employees shall be free to join or refrain 
from joining employee unions. In so do- 
ing, employees shall be assured freedom 
from restraint, interference, discrimination 
and reprisal. Whenever a grievance arises 
or is directed to the attention of the proper 
supervisor, the supervisor shall promptly 
discuss all circumstances with the em- 
ployees and remove the cause of the griev- 
ance to the extent he deems advisable and 
possesses authority. If the supervisor fails 
to settle the grievance in a manner satis- 
factory to the employee, the grievance 
shall be referred to the next supervisory 
level and if necessary, to the Department 
Head. The Personnel Director, upon re- 
quest of any of the parties, shall lend his 
assistance in an attempt to bring about a 
prompt and satisfacotry settlement of the 
grievance.

The Committee on Ways and Means and Personnel to whom was referred the matter of 
the City of Lansing budget for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1956, and ending April 30, 


1957, reports as follows: 


We submit herewith our recommended budgets for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1956, 
and ending April 30, 1957, one for General City and one for Sewage Disposal-Landel 
Metropolitan District (Sewer Portion). Total appropriations for the General City budget 
amount of $8,074,888.35 and for Sewage Disposal-Landel $740,000.00. 


From the total appropriations for the General City budget there is deducted a total of 
$3,420,310.74 of non-tax revenues and $350,000.00 surplus from the 1955-56 budget leaving 
a net tax levy of $4,304,577.61 which will result in a rate of $18.50 per thousand of assessed 
valuation, an increase of $1.00 per thousand over last year. 


Your Committees were faced with increased budget requests which were considered far 
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in excess of what we felt should be added to the tax levy this year and over $700,000.00 of 
requests for improvements were denied in order to keep within an $18.50 tax rate. 


The General City budget includes improvement and new equipment items in the amount 
of $2,120,714.44 which is 2644% of the total budget.

This budget includes a 6% general increase for all classified employees and a change in 
classification for patrolmen and firemen from classification IJI-B to classification IV. Salary 
increases are included for unclassified employees such as department heads and their 
deputies at rates varying from 4%.% to 14 1/3%. 


Also included in this budget is the cost of a longevity bonus program based upon 
length of service in steps of 6—-12—18 and 24 years at 2%—4%—6% and 8% rates and 
excluding that portion of wages or salary in excess of $6,000.00 per year and also excluding 
elective officials.

$18.50 tax rate figure. Necessary funds are provided to cover step increases for classified 
employees in accordance with the wage and salary classification plan adopted last year. 


An item of $90,500.00 for city share of bridge construction in connection with the East 
Main St. extension was not included in this budget as same will be charged to the Bridge 
and Grade Separation account which is being carried forward and re-appropriated. 


Had it not been for increased non-tax revenues and an increase of nearly $17,000,000 in 
the assessed valuation the tax rate would have had to have been increased much more than 
$1.00. 


The Sewage Disposal-Landel budget is entirely supported by non-tax revenues and includes 
wage and salary increases and longevity bonus under the same plan as the General City 
budget. A Chemist VI has been added to the personnel of this department at a cost of 
$5,494.80.

Gentlemen: 


You have requested my opinion concern- 
ing the existence of a vacancy in the office 
of Alderman for the 5th (second) ward of 
the city on account of the removal of Mr. 
John C. Stabler from his residence on E. 
Main Street to a new residence on Inver- 
ness Street. It is my opinion that Mr. 
Stabler’s change of residence, under the 
state statute, automatically creates a va- 
cancy in the office of Alderman which has 
been held by Mr. Stabler, without the 
necessity of a resignation. However, if 
the City Council wishes to accept Mr. 
Stabler’s resignation, as a matter of good 
business and for the purpose of showing a 
record of the fact that Mr. Stabler is no 
longer a member of the City Council, I 
believe that it would be perfectly proper. 


As to the filling of the vacancy created 
by Mr. Stabler’s removal to another part 
of the city, I wish to call your attention 
to Section 6 of the Schedule of the new 
charter of the city of Lansing. This sec- 
tion provides that vacancies in city offices 
which occur after the adoption of the char- 
ter and prior to April 8, 1957, shall be 
filled in the manner provided in the prior 
charter of the city. A careful review of

the existing charter of the city of Lansing 
does not reveal any provision therein for 
the filling of vacancies in the office of 
Alderman. Careful search of the state law 
upon this question reveals no assistance 
in the matter, since the only provision of 
state law concerning the filling of vacan- 
cies in cities states that such vacancies 
shall be filled in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any law or charter applicable 
to that particular city. There is no state 
law upon this subject, except that relating 
to 4th class cities, and such law is not 
applicable to the city of Lansing. 


The first sentence of Section 46 of the 
Lansing city charter, appearing on page 18 


of the 1940 edition, states that, ‘“‘The City. 


Council shall be the judge of the election, 
returns, and qualifications of its members.”’ 
I presume that it is upon this slim author- 
ity that prior City Councils of the city of 
Lansing have filled vacancies upon the 
Council by special elections. Based upen 
my study of the state law and of the Lan- 
sing city charter, it is my opinion that 
the City Council has the right to fill a 
vacancy in the office of Alderman from 
any ward, by special election or at a regu- 
lar election, but is not duty bound to do 
so. Had the drafters of the present city 
charter, and the people in adopting it, in- 
tended that the filling of vacancies on the 
City Council should be mandatory, it would 
have been clearly stated in the charter, as 
it is in the new city charter. 


If the City Council should decide, in its 
own discretion, to fill the vacancy created 
by the removal of Mr. Stabler from his 
residence on Main Street, a question will 
naturally arise as to the territory compris- 
ing the ward from which his successor 
should be elected. Section 4 of the Sched- 
ule chapter of the new city charter be- 
came effective on the first day of. January, 
1956. The third sentence of this section 
states that, “The provisions of this char- 
ter, establishing the wards of the city shall 
become effective for purposes of holding 
elections in the city on January 1, 1956.” 
Under this provision, at the time Mr. 
Stabler moved to another part of the city 
he resided in the second ward, as established 
by the new city charter. The old 5th ward 
had ceased to exist in all respects and for 
all purposes except for the geographical 
distribution of the present members of the 
City Council. It is my opinion that those 
wards have ceased to exist even for the 
purpose of electing any successor to the 
present members of the City Council. There- 
fore, if the Council decides to fill the va- 
cancy in Myr. Stabler’s office, it should be 
filled from the presently existing second 
ward, in which Mr. Stabler resided prior to 
the time the vacancy was created.

You have requested my opinion as to 
the taxation status of Gittleman’s of Lan- 
sing, for which a compromise settlement 
has been requested of the personal property 
taxes which have accrued. I am informed 
by the City Treasurer that there remains 
an unpaid balance of $1,220.88 of such 
personal property taxes which accrued and 
were payable in the year 1955. I am also 
informed by the Assessor and the City 
Treasurer that the estimated tax upon prop- 
erty which was in custody of Gittleman’s 
of Lansing on the first day of January, 
1956, is in the sum of $1,693.30. 


By state law, tax day for the assess- 
ment of all real and personal property in 
the state of Michigan is January 1 of the 
year of assessment. The property in ques- 
tion was assessed by the City Assessor as 
of that date and the assessment roll has 
been reviewed and confirmed by the Board 
of Review in proper manner and conform- 
ance with the provisions of state law and 
the charter of the city of Lansing. After 
the Board of Review has confirmed the 
assessment roll for any given year, no 
city officer or office, including the City 
Council itself, has any authority to alter 
the assessment roll in any manner what- 
soever, or to remit any taxes that may be 
assessed or levied thereon. 


The Michigan state Constitution and the 
state law forbid the surrender or suspension 
of the power of taxation by any granting 
or contracting to which the state or mu- 
nicipal corporation shall be a party. The 
compromising or remission of taxes, in 
instances which have been brought before 
them, have been ruled to be invalid by the 
Michigan Supreme Court and the office of 
the Attorney General. 


It is my opinion that, once the assess- 
ment roll has been confirmed, the City 
Council is without power to agree to accept 
less than the full amount of taxes legally 
assessed against any or all property upon 
the tax roll and that the City Treasurer 
would ‘be liable upon his bond for any 
deficiency arising out of such a step, even 
though such a step might be authorized by 
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the City Council. For this reason it is 
my opinion that neither the City Council 
nor the City Treasurer may give relief in 
the form of a compromise of taxes for 
either 1955 or 1956 on behalf of either 
Gittleman’s or their creditors. 


Trusting that the foregoing discussion 
and conclusions answers’ the questions

Dear Miss Brown: 


At your request I have reviewed the 
Council proceedings of January 29, 1912, 
December 5, 1921, and December 12, 1921, 
respecting your question as to whether or 
not the city can grant a quit claim deed 
to Mr. Don Neller for 8% feet of land 
abutting lot No. 11, block 15 of the Lansing 
improvement addition to the City of Lan- 
sing, which 8% feet of land comprises or 
did comprise a part of Holmes Street. I 
am satisfied that the proceedings taken 
with respect to the disposal of property in 
Eolmes Street, not required for the widen- 
ing of that street in 1920, are not pertinent 
to the question presently presented. 


The resolution adopted by the City Coun- 
cil on January 29, 1912, declares a strip on 
the west side of Holmes Street, measuring 
8144 feet wide, to be unnecessary for the 
widening of the street and orders the 
Mayor and City Clerk to grant quit claim 
deeds thereto to abutting property owners. 
In 1921, a question arose as to the validity 
of the action of the Council in its 1912 
resolution. The _ specific legal question 
raised related to the power of the city to 
dispose of any property which had been 
dedicated to and accepted for street pur- 
poses, by simply granting quit claim deeds 
thereto to abutting owners. With this ques- 
tion, I am in full accord. In an effort to 
correct the situation, the City Council, at 
its December 5, 1921 meeting, proposed a 
resolution to vacate this 844 feet wide strip 
of property on the west side of Holmes 
Street, between Michigan Avenue and the 
Pere Marquette Railroad tracks. At the 
December 12th, 1921 meeting, the commit- 
tee on city affairs reported on this resolu- 
tion by recommending that it be not 
adopted. The report of the committee was 
ibaa adopted by the members pres- 
ent. 


It is my opinion that the strip of land in 
question has never been vacated as a part 
of Holmes Street and that the city and its 
officers have no power to give quit claim 
deeds to this strip of land or any part 
thereof in accordance with the resolution 
adopted by the City Council at its January 
29th, 1912 meeting. 
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In reviewing this matter with the City 
Assessor, I find that the City Assessor has 
record of quit claim deeds having been 
granted to only four owners of abutting 
property. While the records of the City 
Assessor are not complete, it is very pos- 
sible that the majority of this strip of land 
has not been deeded in accordance with the 
January 29th, 1912 resolution. 


It is my opinion that the City Camel 
must first vacate this strip of land for 
street purposes, in accordance with the 
present provisions of state law, before it 
will be possible for Mr. Neller to acquire 
title to that part of the strip lying in front 
of and abutting the property which he has 
purchased. Once the strip of land has so 
been vacated, no quit claim deed-or other 
act of the city will be necessary to convey 
title to him, but the property will revert 
to him automatically.

The Committee on Ways and Means and Personnel to whom was referred the matter of 
the City of Lansing budget for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1956, and ending April 30,

We submit herewith our recommended budgets for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1956, 
and ending April 30, 1957, one for General City and one for Sewage Disposal-Landel 
Metropolitan District (Sewer Portion). Total appropriations for the General City budget 
amount of $8,074,888.35 and for Sewage Disposal-Landel $740,000.00. 


From the total appropriations for the General City budget there is deducted a total of 
$3,420,310.74 of non-tax revenues and $350,000.00 surplus from the 1955-56 budget leaving 
a net tax levy of $4,304,577.61 which will result in a rate of $18.50 per thousand of assessed 
valuation, an increase of $1.00 per thousand over last year. 


Your Committees. were faced with increased budget requests which were considered far 
in excess of what’ we felt should be added to the tax levy this year and over $700,000.00 of 
requests for improvements were denied in order to keep within an $18.50 tax rate. 


The General City budget includes improvement and new equipment items in the amount 
of $2,120,714.44 which is 26144% of the total budget.

Main St. extension was not included in this budget as same will be charged to the Bridge 
and Grade Separation account which is being carried forward and re-appropriated. 


Had it not been for increased non-tax revenues and an increase of nearly $17,000,000 in 
the assessed valuation the tax rate would have had to have been increased much more than 


$1.00. 


The Sewage Disposal-Landel budget is entirely supported by non-tax revenues and includes 
wage and salary increases and longevity bonus under the same plan as the General City 
budget. A Chemist VI has been added to the personnel of this department at a cost of 
$5,494.80.

This is in reply to your inquiry about 
the use of DDT as you were directed in 
the resolution of the City Council on Mon- 
day, May 14, 1956, as follows: 


‘Resolved by the City Council of the 
City of Lansing, That the Park Department 
request information from the County Health 
Department as to the effect of DDT spray- 
ing on persons and property and the future 
harm of such, and report same back to 
Council in one week.” 


The application of DDT and other in- 
secticides by a fine spray or mist by air- 
plane is a scientific effective procedure for 
the elimination or reduction of certain dis- 
ease transmitting and pest insects. 


The method has been proved to be effec- 
tive in the control of undesirable insects 
by experimental evidence and usage 
throughout the world. The selective action 
of DDT (when properly used) makes it 
harmless to humans and to animals which 
are not intended to be exterminated. 


There is conclusive evidence from the 
laboratory experiments and usage of DDT 
for more than ten years that properly used 
it serves a highly useful purpose.

In regard to the motion by Aldermen 
Klock and Potter, referred to me on July 
2, 1956, as to Board of Appeals permit No. 
709, requesting an opinion as to whether 
or not the Board of Appeals had juris- 
diction to consider the matter and to ap- 
prove said appeal, and an opinion as to 
whether or not the procedure and action 
of the Board in this matter was legal. 


It is my opinion, after reviewing the 
State law and our local ordinance, that 
there can be no question but what the 
Board of Appeals had jurisdiction to con- 
sider the matter involved. Having the juris- 
diction, it follows as a natural consequence 
that they did have the right to approve or 
disapprove the appeal. 


Whether or not, under all of the circum- 
stances surrounding this particular case, 
the approval was warranted appears to me 
to be a question determinable only by the 
court, if those objecting to the approval 
desire to avail themselves of that remedy. 


Nothing in the ordinance creating the 
Board of Appeals empowers the City Attor- 
ney to review their findings of fact. Activi- 
ties of this particular Board have how- 
ever been a source of inquiry of the City 
Attorney over the years. 
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An opinion as to its authority was sub- 
mitted on January 8, 1948, in regard to 
a particular question from the City Plan 
Commission by Mr. VanNote, then City 
Attorney. He again directed a letter to 
the Mayor and Council November 15, 1954 
reviewing in general the scope of the 
Board and its authority. 


It appears to me that if the variance 
alters the essential character of the area, 
the Board should not grant the appeal. 
The convenience of the appellant should 
never be the determining factor. 


This appeal was granted under sub- 
section 7 of Section 21 of that part of the 
Zoning Ordinance entitled ‘“Jurisdiction.”’ 
This setcion, read together with the entire 
ordinance, as it should be in granting any 
variance, leads me to the conclusion that 
the action of the Board in this particular 
ease could not be successfully defended 
should an appeal be taken. 


I do not feel that the intent of the 
ordinance was met. A _ portion of sub- 
section 7 provides: 


“Every variation granted or denied 
by the Board shall be accompanied by 
a written finding of fact, based on 
testimony and evidence and specifying 
the reason for granting or denying 
the variation.’”’ 


Every opinion that I have ever seen con- 
tained at least a brief summary of the 
evidence presented and the reasons for the 
finding of fact. 


‘The written opinion found on page 515 
of the Council proceedings states that 
sub-section 7 is being employed to relieve 
a hardship, and that a garage may be con- 
structed and an evergreen hedge is to be 
planted. I do not believe such a terse 
written finding complies with the intent 
of the above quoted section of the ordi- 
nance. 


It should be further noted that the 
application does not claim a hardship, but 
states merely that: ‘‘Needs additional ware- 
house space in connection with present 
established business and housing for 
trucks.”’ 


Sub-section 7 clearly states that the 
applicant must have shown and asked 
the alleviation of, a demonstrable and un- 
usual hardship or difficulty so great as 
to warrant a variation from the compre- 
hensive plan as established by the ordi- 
nance. It further places upon the Board 
of Appeals the duty to properly protect 
surrounding property, and to find that it 
would not be harmed by granting the 
variance. 


It is my opinion that the manner in 
which this appeal is granted did not meet 
the intent of the ordinance. 


It is recommended that the Board of 
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Appeals require another application and 
hold a new hearing.

It is interesting to note that Mr. Klock 
ignored the State Police, Ingham County 
Prosecutor, the Police and Fire Committee 
of the City Council and this office in regard 
to the situation which he alleges exists. 


It should be further noted that, instead 
of taking his information to the Police and 
Fire Board so that they might investigate 
the same and determine whether or not 
any gambling existed in this city, that the 
police department or members thereof were 
covering up, he instead, in the presence 
of the press and radio, which just hap- 
pened to be there with recording equip- 
ment, made allegations in regard to this 
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situation so public as to render it well- 
nigh impossible to uncover any evidence 
that would lead to proof, if such exists, of 
his allegations. 


It is my belief that disrepute has been 
brought upon our City government as a 
whole by the way Mr. Klock has conducted 
this matter. 


It is my recommendation that this Coun- 
cil authorize me to appoint, or should 
itself appoint members of this Council to 
act as an investigating committee to deter- 
mine what action should be taken by this 
Council with respect to this situation.

Gentlemen : 


This letter comes as a result of a meet- 
ing held in Mayor Crego’s office attended 
by the Mayor, the City Traffic Engineer 
and representatives of the Department of 
Administration to discuss the parking situ- 
ation in the Capitol development area. It 
was reported to me that the meeting was 
extremely helpful in developing a better 
mutual understanding of the problem as 
it affects traffic as well as state employee 
parking in this area. 


It was pointed out at the meeting that 
the state has an immediate problem in 
finding parking spaces for the cars pres- 
ently using the lot bounded by Walnut, 
Allegan, Chestnut and Michigan Avenues. 
This lot must be vacated and all buildings 
cleared from the site prior to January l, 
1957, in order to begin construction on the 
new Supreme Court building. To relieve 
this parking problem we are now request- 
ing the Lansing City Council to permit 
the state to close to general traffic those 
sections of Chestnut Street running from 
Allegan Street to Michigan Avenue and 
from Michigan Avenue to Ottawa Street. 
With that permission we would begin im- 
mediately to grade and otherwise prepare 
those areas for state employee parking. 
Since the closing of Chestnut Street is 
encompassed in the overall Capitol develop- 
ment plan we are hopeful that the Council 
will act favorably at this time to help 
alleviate a serious parking area shortage. 


We appreciate sincerely the cooperative 
spirit of Mayor Crego and Mr. Hayes in 
meeting with our representatives to dis- 
cuss this matter.

Honorable Members: 


On Monday, July 9th, a communication 
to City Council from the Civic Center 
Commission relative to the use of courtesy 
ecards for parking, was referred to the 
traffic engineer for handling. 
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This matter has been given much thought 
and my recommendation is that courtesy 
cards not be used. 


The City of Flint was contacted and it 
was stated that courtesy cards are not 
used. The City of Grand Rapids—a well 
known convention city— does not use 
courtesy cards and has not for the past 
seven years. This lack of courtesy cards 
does not seem to keep conventions from 
coming to Grand Rapids. 


Lansing is a large city. Being the state 
capital, its proximity to Michigan State 
University, and its industries means that 
thousands of visitors come to Lansing an- 
nually for various reasons. Technically, 
being visitors, they could expect to be 
extended the privilege of courtesy card use 
if courtesy cards were available. 


Lansing is the hub of a large trading 
area. Many people come to Lansing and 
énvirons to shop. It is not too far fetched 
to suggest that they too should be granted 
courtesy card privileges. 


That brings us down to the local citizen 
who, as we know, has reason to complain 
about the lack of parking even though 
everybody pays for parking. Think of the 
dilemma he would be in if parking spaces 
were monopolized by courtesy card holders. 
We believe in equal and fair treatment for 
all. 


Don’t get the idea that conventions are 
not wanted and that parking is not a 
problem. We want conventions but if we 
have to give away parking to get them we 
had better take inventory and find out 
what else can be done to attract conven- 
tions. 


Most conventions can be handled with 
available parking facilities. Occasionally a 
large convention comes along which poses 
many problems. In the latter instance we 
suggest that initiative and ingenuity be 
used to solve parking problems. We know 
that arrangements can be made for the 
use of State parking lots evenings, Satur- 
days and Sundays Ferris Park is available 
for extreme situations. Many industrial lots 
are available Saturdays and Sundays — 
some possibly at night Shuttle bus service 
would have to be set up to transport peo- 
ple between these lots and the convention 
headquarters. When very large numbers of 
vehicles are involved there is the old Reo 
proving grounds that could park a lot of 
cars with shuttle service. As you know it 
is physically impossible to park 3,000 or 
4,000 vehicles near to the Civic Center. For 
those who stay at hotels it is the prob- 
lem of the hotel to care for the vehicles 
and here again arrangements between the 
hotel] managements and private lot opera- 
tors and City operated lots could be worked 
out to handle vehicles. 


Let it be stated here that the non use 
of courtesy cards does not necessarily have 
to put qualified conventioneers to the in- 
convenience and expense of paying for 
parking tickets provided there is no flagar- 
ant abuse of parking regulations. There 
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is a method of handling this. Certainly no 
one would expect visitors to be exempt 
from paying penalties for moving viola- 
tions. 


To sum up the above a list of reasons 
why courtesy cards should not be used is 
listed below: 


1. They do not provide for fair and 
equal treatment for all. 


2. They can tie up badly needed park- 
ing space and seriously affect economy 
of the City. 


3. They lead to abuses of parking regu- 
lations under the guise of special 
privileges. 


4. They tend to breed disrespect for 
regulations. 


5. They are difficult to control. 


The undersigned will be more than glad 
to make suggestions and work with those 
concerned with conventions involving traffic 
and parking problems.

At a recent meeting, the officials of the 
Inter-City Coach Line Company informed 
the members of this Transit Commission 
that during the first seven months of 1956, 
this company has recorded a loss of $42,000, 
and in this same period, have become in- 
debted to trade accounts by $70,000. The 
bus company has barely been able to meet 
their payrolls for the past several months. 


Attached you will find a summary of the 
revenues produced by the different bus 
routes in the first seven months of 1953, 
as compared with the same period of 1956. 
These figures were taken from the official 
company records, and we believe that these 
losses of revenue and passengers, clearly 
demonstrate the need for emergency meas- 
ures at this time, in an attempt to provide 
un-interrupted bus service in Lansing, 
while we all seek a solution to the trans- 
portation problem. 


As a result of the critical financial con- 
ditions of the company, the officials have 
informed this commission, that, at the 
present time, they cannot foresee the pos- 
sibility of continuing to provide transpor- 
tation service in Lansing later than 
November 15, 1956. 


In order to attempt to provide trans- 
portation until November 15, 1956, this 
company must resort to drastically altered 
operating schedules immediately. A sum- 
mary of these revised schedules is at- 
tached and will effect all lines except the 
College-Fisher and Washington routes. 


The members of the Transit Commission 
recommend that these revised schedules be 
approved at the earliest possible date and 
further, that immediate action be taken in 
an attempt to produce a reasonable solu- 
tion to the mass transportation problem 
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that is facing the City of Lansing at the 
present time. 


Your earnest and immediate considera- 
tion of these matters will be greatly appre- 
ciated.

Honorable Members: 


On May 14, 1956, ex-alderman Lavey 
resolved “That Traffic Commission ascer- 
tain the wishes of the merchants on E. 
Michigan Avenue relative to parking meters 
from the Michigan Central Railroad to the 
City Limits on both sides of the street.”’ 


On June 4, 1956, after working out a 
questionnaire in conjunction with Mr. 
Lavey, we mailed out 217 questionnaires. 
Returns ran about 50%. To get a higher 
return we followed up on July 2, 1956, 
with another copy of the questionnaire to 
those who had not returned the first one. 
The combined return was 161 or 74%, 
which we considered a high return. The 
returns were very carefully checked and 
tabulated. 


Based on the information obtained the 
Traffic Commission wishes to point out that 
the returns indicated almost twice as many 
“NO” we don’t want meters, as “YES’’. 
The Commission feels that it would take 
several years to pay for the installation of 
parking meters on E. Michigan Avenue. 
Observation has shown that the demand for 
parking is light and that prior to the peak 
hour parking restrictions certain areas gave 
the appearance of being short of the 
demand but that this was caused by 
vehicles parking on Michigan Avenue that 
are now parked on the side streets. 


The Commission can see no benefit to 
anyone by the installation of parking meters 
and therefore recommends that they not be 
installed. Attached for your information is 
a summary of the questionnaire returns.

May I have your permission to intervene 
on behalf of the people of the City of 
Lansing in the above entitled cause? 


As briefly as possible, it appears that the 
Michigan Public Service Commission has 
entered an order allowing the Panhandle 
Eastern Pipe Line Company to serve, 
directly, the McLouth Steel Corporation, 
located in Wayne County, with up to 
approximately 41% billion cubic feet of gas 
per year. It appears that this amount of 
gas would provide space heating for better 
than 25,000 homes. Recently ads appeared 
in The State Journal of Lansing on behalf 
of heating contractors stating that no gas 
ge es available in 1956 and probably not 
in 


It is also interesting to note that for the 
last two years additional gas has not been 
made available to this area. It appears that 
Consumers Power Company, which receives 
its gas from Panhandle has applications 
from over 10,000 customers in its Lansing 
division and over 7,000 in the Lansing 
metropolitan area alone. It further appears 
that the Federal Power Commission has 
allowed Panhandle to enter into a contract 
to export gas to Canada. 


It is alleged in the bill of complaint that 
the plaintiff, in the above entitled cause, 
stands ready, not only to serve the McLouth 
Steel Corporation, but has satisfied the 
requirements of every individual customer 
in its area. 


Numerous cases, going as far as the 
United Supreme Court, have held that 
in the public interest the individual custo- 
mer, where possible, should first be served 
prior to the gas utility making commit- 
ments to industry. 


I have talked with the corporation coun- 
sel of the City of Detroit and he has 
entered an appearance on behalf of that 
City, taking the position that the individual 
customer in the City of Detroit will have 
to pay more for his gas if his supplier loses 
lucrative industrial contracts. 


The City of Lansing should take the 
position that those of its citizens who de- 
sire gas heating should first be served 
before direct sales to industry should be 
allowed. 


I would like it clearly understood that 
this is a complicated matter, but if the 
situation outlined above should prove to be 
true, then one might well mutter with 
Marcellus, “Something is rotten in the 
State of Denmark.” 
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It would appear to me to be our duty 
to our citizens to protect their interests 
in this battle of utilities, where it appears 
on the surface, at least, that those interests 
are in jeopardy.

Department of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare was in Lansing last week making a 


study of the possibility of Lansing par- 
ticipating in the National Air Pollution

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Survey. Lansing is one of three cities 
selected in Michigan. 


During the week a site was selected that 
the Department of Health would like to 
use. It is on the roof of the Central Fire 
Station. Required of the city to cooperate 
with the Department of Health, it is re- 
quested that twice during each month, for 
a period of three to four years, twenty-four 
hour samples be taken, which will require 
only starting and stopping the equipment 
and removing the test capsule. 


The equipment is not presently available, 
but the Department of Health is in the 
process of lining up sites in available cities 
before distributing the equipment. 


The representative of the Health Depart- 
ment discussed the foregoing with Charles 
Pesterfield, Air Pollution Engineer, and 
pointed out that this particular site at the 
Central Fire Station was preferable be- 
cause of its particular location and the 
fact that such a location would give the 
best representative sampling for the city. 


Mr. Pesterfield would take the samples 
on specified days of each month as a regular 
retinue of his duties. It would be appre- 
ciated if you would take whatever steps 
that may be required to secure permission 
to place test equipment, which is semi- 
portable, on the roof of the Central Fire 
Station and to provide electrical outlets 
for its operation. 


This will enable the City of Lansing to 
participate in a $30,000,000 program set 
up by Congress a year ago.

shall not be passed except by the three- 
fourths vote of all members of the City 
Council WHEN A PETITION FOR 
CHANGE, AMENDMENT, SUPPLEMENT, 
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OR MODIFICATION IS FILED AND

TAKEN AS PROVIDED IN THIS SEC- 
TION ANY PERSON OR PERSONS DE-

**‘As a result of your letter of June 
28, 1956 a gap study was taken at the 
intersection of US-127 (South Cedar 
Street) with Cavanaugh Road in the 
City of Lansing, Ingham County, on 
Monday, August 27. 


‘While this study did not show any 
large ‘number of gaps, it did show 
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that the gaps were consistent and often 
enough to handle the extremely light 
volume of traffic from Cavanaugh Road 
desiring to cross or turn left onto 
US-127. The installation of a signal 
at Cavanaugh Road would require a 
progressive speed of 25 miles per hour 
to Jolly Road. We feel that such a 
progession would be entirely unrealistic 
for this area and would only result in 
a high percentage of vehicles stopping. 
The only relatively heavy movement at 
this intersection is the left turn move- 
ment from US-127 onto Cavanaugh 
Road and such an installation would 
os this movement nearly impos- 
sible. 


‘We do not believe that the installa- 
tion of a signal would improve the 
over-all traffic conditions in the area 
and therefore must deny the installa- 
tion at this time.

“Enclosed is a copy of a traffic sur- 
vey taken at the intersection of US-127 
(South Cedar Street) with Cavanaugh

the total traffic entering the intersec- 
tion from Cavanaugh Road during 
the highest 8 hours was only 588. Of 
these the only vehicles which would 
receive major benefit by the installa- 
tion of a signal are the 64 vehicles 
which directly cross US-127 and the 
156 vehicles which turn left on to 
South Cedar.

Number of Accidents—Total 1954, 6— 
1 Personal Injury. 


Number of Accidents—Total 1955, 5— 
1 Personal Injury. 1 Fatal—Driver of 
transit mix truck assumed to have fallen 
from cab and run over by truck. 


Number of Accidents to Date—Total 
1956, 2—-1 Personal Injury. 


2 Fatals indicated above were not due 
to any deficiency of the intersection. It is 
also interesting and gratifying to note the 
small number of accidents this year. 


School Children—Al]l school children are 
instructed to cross at Maplehill Avenue 
and Pennsylvania Avenue where there is a 
school crossing watchman. Those who live 
south of Cavanaugh Road walk via Devon- 
shire Avenue or Alpha Street to Maple- 
hill and Pennsylvania Avenues.

The Traffic Commission has given much 
consideration to the proposed changes be- 
low. Its thinking in the matter has been 
substantiated by two parking surveys made 
by two well known consulting firms. It is 
in line with proposed future developments 
in the local parking situation. This recom- 
mendation will not be popular with all 
concerned — our recommendations seldom 
are— but the Commission believes it is 
acting in the best interests of the City. 
We have heard much of alleged abuse of 
parking privileges, we know of the desire 
of people to park on Washington Avenue 
putting these parking spaces in the ‘“pre- 
mium” class, we know of the demand for 
short time, ‘‘run in’? parking that is desired 
not only on the Avenue but in the 100 
blocks of the east-west streets. This recom- 
mendation will automatcally provide more 
spaces for parking. It is conservatively 
estimated that available spaces for park- 
ing could be increased 50%—more we hope. 
The expense involved is small compared 
to the additional space gained. It is 
estimated that the total cost of providing 
additional space would be about $2,000.00.

EAST KALAMAZOO STREET 
TRAFFIC AND PARKING SURVEY 
We have completed a fairly comprehen- 


sive study of traffic conditions on E. Kala- 
mazoo Street between Pennsylvania Ave- 
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nue and Mifflin Avenue (East City Limits), 
with especial attention given to the area 
between Shepard Street and Mifflin Ave- 
nue. This study was prompted by requests 
for traffic signals from residents in this 
area to the Council and through their 
representative, Alderman Fred L. Kircher, 
and due to complaints of traffic conditions 
during peak periods. 


The study has been divided into Exhibits 
which show various parts of the study all 
of which are pertinent to and on which 
these recommendations are based. 


East Kalamazoo Street is a typical city 
street 34 feet in width from Shepard Street 
to Leslie Street, 36 feet from Leslie Street 
to Clemens Avenue, 34 feet from Clemens 
Avenue to Hayford Avenue, and 36 feet 
from Hayford Avenue to Mifflin Street, 
that has not been developed to carry the 
volumes of traffic desiring to use it. It is 
one of Lansing’s four important east-west 
thoroughfares which, as we know, are in- 
adequate to serve the east side and the 
rapidly expanding area to the east, includ- 
ing Michigan State University. For traffic 
purposes it begins and terminates at Harri- 
son Road on the M.S.U. campus. It is an 
artery that receives traffic from and dis- 
charges traffic into the numerous inter- 
secting city streets. It is primarily a resi- 
dential street with a scattering of com- 
mercial development along its entire length. 
This commercial development will undoubt- 
edly increase. 


EXHIBIT “A”’—Intersection Volume 
Flow Maps for each of the nine intersec- 
tions from Leslie Street to Mifflin Ave- 
nue — graphically illustrates feeder and 
distributor feature of this street in addi- 
tion to the heavy east-west through move- 
ments. It is interesting to note that east- 
bound and west bound traffic volumes on 
Kalamazoo Street are about equal. It shows 
that through movements crossing Kalama- 
zoo Street at the intersecting streets are 
extremely low-—the lowest being 26 through 
movements north and south on Regent 
Street and the highest being 74 through 
movements north and south on Hayford 
Avenue in an eight-hour period—an aver- 
age of 9.25 vehicles per hour. To our sur- 
prise none of these cross streets had a 
heavy through movement. 


Another interesting feature of this ex- 
hibit is the indication of the traffic pat- 
tern to avoid the traffic signal at the inter- 
section of Kalamazoo and Shepard Streets. 
You will note that left turns, by westbound 
vehicles on Kalamazoo Street to go south, 
occur at Regent and Leslie Streets. Also, 
that the heavy right turn from Fairview 
Avenue into Kalamazoo Street - northbound 
to east ~ indicates a pattern of north on 
Shepard Street, east on Elizabeth Street, 
and north on Fairview Avenue. This dis- 
persion of the turning movements is good 
and further substantiates the fact that it is 
easier to make a left turn at a non- 
signalized intersection than at a signal- 
ized intersection.

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We wish to point out that with’ the 
heavy through movement on Kalamazoo 
Street it is undoubtedly, at times, diffi- 
cult to get onto Kalamazoo Street from 


the side streets. Also, that with the heavy. 


left turns from Kalamazoo Street into the 
side streets it is mecessary to enable 
through vehicles to get around these left 
turning vehicles. This is difficult to pro- 
vide for due to the restricted width of 
this street although it can be done and is 
done when vehicles desiring to turn left 
are at the center line, 


EXHIBIT “B’—SPEED CHECK—SUM- 
MARY SHEET ATTACHED 


The official speed limit on East Kala- 
mazoo Street is 25 m.p.h. The speed limit 
immediately east of and adjacent to the 
City is also 25 m.p.h. The results of the 
speed check, made with a speed watch, of 
789 vehicles—412 eastbound and 377 west- 
bound—indicate nothing abnormal in speed 
on this street. 7% or 31 of the eastbound 
vehicles were checked over 35 m.p.h. 4% 
or 16 of the westbound vehicles were 
checked over 35 m.p.h. It is interesting 
to note that of the 789 vehicles checked 
only 5 were exceeding 40 m.p.h. A glance 
at the sheet will show that as the volume 
of traffic increases the speeds decrease. 
a will be shown further in Exhibit ‘“C’’ 

elow. 


We have a very good indication from this 
check that most vehicle operators consider 
the 25 m.p.h. limit too low and tend to set 
what they consider a reasonable speed. We 
are unable from ‘this check to determine 
the 85 percentile speed or the average speed. 
These results would be most interesting 
and we plan to run speed checks on various 
streets provided we can borrow a radar 
speed device. 


EXHIBIT “C’—SPEED AND DELAY— 
SUMMARY SHEET ATTACHED 


The Speed and Delay study was run be- 
tween Pennsylvania Avenue and Mifflin 
Street in both directions. It gives the aver- 
age traffic speeds for the route, causes and 
amounts of vehicular traffic delay, loca- 
tions where delays occur, and any need for 
and type of further investigations. 


Two factors stand out clearly here. One, 
that average speeds dropped considerably 
during the peak traffic periods which, of 
course, is natural. The other, that the 
heavy left turn by westbound vehicles on 
Kalamazoo Street to go south on Pennsyl- 
vania accounted for heavy delays if through 
vehicles were unfortunate enough to get 
in the center lane. Before anyone jumps to 
conclusions, we are not advocating the pro- 
hibition of this left turn but merely point- 
ing out the necessity to provide separate 
ae lanes for vehicles waiting to turn 
left. 


EXHIBIT “D”—COLLISION DIAGRAM 


For one year—August 1, 1955, to August 
1, 1956—-we compiled the accidents on E. 
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Kalamazoo Street between Shepard Street 
and Mifflin. Street. There were a total of 
38. accidents. A quick breakdown of the 
diagram shows that 60% of the accidents 
occurred at intersections and 40% were in 
Cla Sree: Classifying the accidents 
we find:

Only one right angle collision at an inter- 
setcion bears out lack of N-S cross traffic 
as shown in Exhibit “‘A’”.. Fourteen rear 
ends and five sideswipes—one-half of all 
accidents—point out difficulties encoun- 
tered in operating on this street. 


EXHIBIT “E”’—PARKING CHECK— 
SUMMARY SHEETS ATTACHED 


A parking check made on five different 
days from 3:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M. shows 
very little parking during these hours. 
However, it substantiates the complaints we 
get about the trouble just one car in a 
block can cause. The critical area for park- 
ing and consequent congestion is just east 
of Shepard Street. We understand that 
after the trial period of No Standing or 
Parking from 3 P.M. to 6 P.M. about two 
years ago, a warning was given to get 
busy on off-street parking. We wish to 
point out that the north side of E. Kala- 
mazoo Street from Shepard Street to Allen 
Street was not included in the check as this 
parking is not on the traveled portion of 
the street. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Based on the results of our various sur- 
veys we recommend the following: 


1. That there be NO STANDING OR 
PARKING 7 A.M. - 9 A.M. AND 
3 P.M.-6 P.M. on both sides of E. 
Kalamazoo Street from Pennsylvania 
Street to Mifflin Street except Satur- 
days and Sundays. Note: Recessed 
area on north side of E. Kalamazoo 
Street from Shepard Street to Allen 
Street excepted. Also, north side from 
Bingham Street to Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue which has these regulations now. 


2. ‘That with the traffic pattern on E. 
Kalamazoo Street and _ intersecting 
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streets east of Shepard Street being 
what it:-is and the failure of the 
volume of cross street traffic to come 
close to any of the warrants for the 
installation of traffic signals, that no 
additional traffic signals be installed 
east of Shepard Street. 


8. That steps be taken immediately to 
open Prospect Street from Clemens 
Avenue to Allen Street. Also, to work 
with the Township or County to con- 
struct a diagonal roadway from the 
intersection of Kalamazoo Street and 
‘Clippert Street to connect with Pros- 
pect Street at Homer Street to take 
westbound vehicles over to Prospect 
Street. This would permit the setting 
up of a one-way pair with Kalamazoo 
Street eastbound and Prospect Street 
westbound. Eighth - Street would be 
used temporarily for the return from 
Prospect Street to Kalamazoo Street 
and Kalamazoo Street would be two- 
way west of Eighth Street. The bene- 
fits from this operation would far 
outweigh the widening of E. Kala- 
mazoo Street., More traffic could and 
would be accommodated safely and 
efficiently under one-way operation.

Honorable Members: 


The Municipal Parking Authority Com- 
mission after thorough study of the Wilbur 
Smith and Associates survey of the park- 
ing needs of Lansing, endorses the entire 
report and recommends that City Council 
take immediate steps to obtain necessary 
options on property recommended by the 
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report so that revenue bond details can he 
worked out and bonds issued without delay. 


The Commission feels that this will be 
a good start toward meeting the demands 
for customer parking in the central busi- 
ness district. It also recommends that a 
continuing program be set up to increase 
off-street parking facilities by the use of 
parking meter revenues. The Commission 
strongly recommends that all available net 
parking meter revenue be used for off-street 
parking. 


In making this recommendation the Com- 
mission is looking ahead to the time when 
Lansing will undoubtedly be a city of 
200,000 or more population. The sites 
recommended in the report are so situated 
and are of sufficient size to permit con- 
struction of ramp parking facilities as the 
demand for parking increases. 


Inasmuch as customer parking has be- 
come so vital to the central business dis- 
trict and its assessed valuation, it is our 
considered judgment that steps should be 
taken to put this plan into effect as soon 
as possible.

Subject: Industrial Laundry, Corner 
Pennsylvania Avenue and Hazel 
Street. 


Gentlemen: 


Your Enginer, Mr. C. H. Pesterfield, 
and City Fire Marshal, Mr. Robert Foster, 
on October 30th, made a complete inspec- 
tion of facilities at this laundry. We were 
unable to find any evidence of outside 
burning, we were unable to find any evi- 
dence of poor combustion in the boiler 
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room, and we found the outer grounds in 
fairly neat condition. The sump in which 
the water from washing was being dumped, 
was covered with a metal grid and pro- 
vided with grease traps. There was evi- 
dence that the grease had been thrown 
on the premises, but upon discussing the 
matter with the owner, he agreed to see 
that no further grease was so dispersed, 
and that it would be accumulated and 
taken to the city dump. A survey of the 
inside of the plant indicated some lint 
deposits which the owner agreed to re- 
move, and he further agreed to see that 
no further accumulations occurred. The 
building had previously been provided with 
gravity warm air heating system, but this 
system was inoperative and the ducts had 
been cut off at the wall leading to the 
adjoining residence. The owner agreed 
to stop all openings with brick and mortar, 
and to cover all combustible surfaces with 
sheet metal or rock lath.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Committee on Civil Defense and Ordi- 
nances, read a first and second time by its 
title and referred to the Committee on 
Ordinances: 
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An ordinance to establish a department 
of Civil Defense and to provide for the 
exercise of necessary powers during emer- 
gencies, | 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1—Definitions: 


a. “Civil Defense’? shall mean the prepa- 
ration for and the carrying out of all 
emergency functions, other than functions 
for which the military forces are primarily 
responsible, for protection against and to 
minimize and repair injury and damage 
resulting from enemy attack, sabatoge, or 
other hostile action, or by natural disaster. 


b. “Natural Disaster” shall mean any 
condition seriously affecting or threatening 
public health, welfare, or security as a 
result of severe fire, explosion, flood, tor- 
nado, hurricane, or similar natural or 
accidental] cause and which is beyond the 
control of public or private agencies ordi- 
narily responsible for the control or relief 
of such conditions. Riots, strikes, insur- 
rections, or other civil disturbances shall 
not be included within the meaning of 
‘Natural Disaster.” 


ce. “Emergency” shall mean a condition 
resulting from enemy attack or natural 
disaster which cannot be handled by nor- 
mal operating personnel and facilities. 


d. “Civil Defense Volunteer” shall mean 
any person who serves without compensa- 
tion in the civil defense organization. 


Section 2—Department of Civil Defense 


a. A department of Civil Defense is 
hereby created utilizing to the fullest ex- 
tent personnel and facilities of existing city 
departments and agencies. The Mayor shall 
be responsible for its organization, adminis- 
tration, and operation. The organization 
shall consist of the following: 


1. A department of Civil Defense within 
the executive department of the city gov- 
ernment. There shall be an executive head 
of the department of Civil Defense, appoint- 
ed in the manner provided in the charter 
for the appointment of the majority of 
administrative officials specifically enumer- 
ated in the charter, who shall be known as 
the Director of Civil Defense, and such 
assistants, clerical help, other employees 
and. civil defense volunteers as are deemed 
necessary to the proper functioning of the 
organization. The Director of Civil Defense 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, 
appoint an Assistant Director of Civil De- 
fense who shall perform the duties of the 
Director during his temporary absence or 
incapacity. 


2. Deputy directors with responsibility 
for financial services, law enforcement, fire 
control, engineering services, and such 
other services deemed necessary shall be 
appointed by the Mavor. These shall, so far 
as possible, be additional duty assignments 
to existing personnel, and it is the intent 
of this ordinance that civil defense and 
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disaster assignments shall be as nearly 
consistent with normal] duty assignment as 
possible. 


8. The employees, equipment, and facili- 
ties of all city departments, and agencies 
suitable for, or adaptable to civil defense 
and designated by the Mayor to participate 
in the civil defense activity. 


4. Special services organized and ad- 
ministered through the Ingham County 
Civil Defense Director. 


5. Civil defense volunteers, including 
persons and private agencies or govern- 
mental units offering services to the or- 
ganization. 


Section 8—Powers and Duties of the Mayor 


a. In the event of actual or threatened 
enemy attack or natural disaster, the 
Mayor, or in his absence or inability to 
serve, the Mayor Pro-tem, as conservator 
of the peace, shall: 


1. Declare a state of emergency within 
the city thereby placing in effect the civil 
defense and disaster contro] plan required 
by this ordinance. 


2. As soon as may be thereafter, con- 
vene the City Council to perform its legis- 
lative and administrative functions as the 
situation may demand. The Council shall 
have the power to terminate the state of 
emergency. 


8. Request the State, its agencies or 
political sub-divisions to send aid if the 
situation is beyond the control of the regu- 
lar and emergency city forces. 


4. Have the power to command services 
and the use of equipment, and facilities 
for such work and duties as the city may 
require to aid the regular and volunteer 
city forces in time of emergency. 


5. Promulgate such emergency regula- 
tions as may be deemed necessary to pro- 
tect life and property and conserve critical 
resources, and such regulations may be 
invoked when necessary for tests of civil 
defense and disaster plans. All such regu- 
lations shall be subject to approval of the 
Council as soon as practicable subsequent 
to promulgation. 


b. The Mayor or in his absence or in- 
ability to serve, the Mayor Pro tem, shall 
have power to order civil defense forces 
to the aid of the state or political subdivi- 
sions thereof subject to Council review as 
soon as practicable, 


Section 4—Powers and Duties of the Direc- 
tor of Civil Defense 


a. The Director shall be executive head 
of the Department of Civil Defense, and 
shall have responsibility for the organiza- 
tion, administration, and operation of the 
civil defense and disaster control organiza- 
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tion subject to the direction and control of 
the Mayor. 


b. The Director of: Civil Defense shall 
be responsible for public relations, informa- 
tion, and education regarding all phases 
of civil defense. 


ce. The Director shall be responsible for 
the development of a civil defense and dis- 
aster control plan, and upon adoption, shall 
he responsible for such implementation and 
revision of the plan as to maintain it on 
a current state of readiness at all times. 


d. The Director shall coordinate all ac- 
tivities for civil defense and disaster con- 
trol, and shall maintain liaison and co- 
operate with all other interested and affect- 
ed agencies, public and private. 


e. The Director shall coordinate the re- 
cruitment and training of volunteer per- 
sonnel and agencies to augment the per- 
sonnel and facilities of the City for civil 
defense purposes. 


f. The Director may issue proper in- 
signia and papers to civil defense workers 
and other people directly concerned with 
civil defense. 


Section 5—Civil Defense and Disaster Con- 
trol Pian 


a. As soon as practicable, after the en- 
actment of this ordinance, a comprehensive 
civil defense and disaster control plan shall 
be adopted by resolution of the Council 
upon the recommendations of the Mayor. 
In the preparation of this plan, as it per- 
tains to city organization, it is the intent 
that the services, equipment, facilities and 
personnel of all existing departments and 
agencies shall be utilized to the fullest ex- 
tent possible. ‘When approved it shall be 
the duty of all municipal departments and 
agencies to perform the functions and 
duties assigned by the plan and to main- 
tain their portion of the plan in a turrent 
state of readiness at all times. - 


Section é-~-Coniliction Se thimees. Orders, 
‘Rules and Regulations Suspended 


a. At all times when the order, rules and 
regulations made and promulgated pursuant 
to this ordinance shall be in effect, they 
shall supersede all existing ordinances, 
orders, rules and regulations insofar as the 
latter may be inconsistent therewith. 


Section 7—Violations 


a. It shall be unlawful for any person 
willfully to obstruct, hinder or delay the 
civil defense organization in the enforce- 
ment of any rule or regulation issued pur- 
suant to this ordinance, or to do any act 
forbidden by any rule or regulation issued 
pursuant to the authority contained in this 
ordinance. It shall likewise be unlawful for 
any person to wear, carry or display any 
emblem, insignia or any other means of 
identification as a member of the -civil 
defense organization of the City of Lansing 
unless authority so to do has been granted 
to such person by the proper officials. 
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Section 8—Repeal

Gentlemen: 


Pursuant to the request of Mr. Joseph 
F, Lavey, City Attorney, this office has 
carefully reviewed all transcripts of all of 
the testimony taken by the Lansing City 
Council Investigating Committee concern- 
ing charges of graft and corruption in the 
police department of the City of Lansing. 
This testimony is contaned in volumes num- 
bered I through XI. In addition, this office 
has had a representative present, as an 
observer, at substantially all of the sessions 
at which testimony was taken. 


It is my conclusion, supported by my 
staff review, that the testimony that was 
given in said hearings in no way sub- 
stantiated the basic charges that there was 
graft and corruption in the Lansing Police 
Department. Neither was any evidence 
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presented which would justify the authori- 
zation of a warrant charging any crime 
against any person. Further, the record is 
devoid of substance on which to base a 
petition for a grand jury investigation. 


In addition to my own summary, I 
referred the transcripts of this testimony to 
the Michigan State Police for an independ- 
ent eValuation and such further investiga- 
tion as necessary. I am in receipt of a 
letter from said Michigan State Police, over 
the signature of Captain Edward C. John- 
ston, Commanding Officer of the Detective 
Bureau thereof, which contains conclu- 
sions paralleling those of mine. I am 
attaching a photostatic copy of this letter 
for your information. 


It is my conclusion, after studying the 
testimony in this case, that there is knowl- 
edge that some gambling activities exist in 
Lansing which are under the constant sur- 
veillance of the police authorities, but that 
there is no wide open gambling or organ- 
ized syndicated gambling activities being 
conducted in Lansing or Ingham County. 
The difficulties of obtaining proofs which 
are adequate to meet the test of law in 
the courts is the principal factor which the 
layman, hearing rumors of gambling, does 
not comprehend. 


I am of the opinion that the unfamiliarity 
with this problem of evidence caused Alder- 
man Klock to make the charges he did, and 
that testimony in the hearing itself, on 
page 1000 thereof, indicates that his own 
evaluation of the charges, made toward the 
conclusion of the hearing, was that they 
were based on his unfamiliarity with the 
demanding requirements of legal proofs as 
weighed against irresponsible rumors. 


As I have said before, I do not know of 
any gambling complaints upon which action 
has not been taken by this office. 

Based on the conclusions aforesaid, this 
office closes its file in this matter and does 
not contemplate further action at the 
present time.

This committee has met innumerable 
times and has taken 1,023 pages of testi- 
mony in an effort to ascertain facts for 
a report back to this council as ordered by 
the resolution which created it. That 
resolution is as follows:

‘‘Whereas, on 10 July, 1956, an ap- 
parently responsible City Official, by 
public announcement, indicated his be- 
lief that organized gambling exists 
within the limits of the City of Lan- 
sing, and

made without first going through any 
of the various available channels for 
official business, and 


‘“‘Whereas, this announcement, spe- 
cifically and by implication, inferred 
that City Officials may be implicated 
by graft or at least by permitting the 
alleged gambling to continue with their 
knowledge. 


“Now, therefore, it is resolved by 
the Council of the City of Lansing, 
that the mayor appoint a committee 
of five, (plus the City Attorney, ex 
officio), to investigate the charges made 
and to report back within two weeks 
and determine as follows:

The committee feels that 
Alderman Klock was so ill informed as to 
the proper functions of his office that even 
a motion of censure would not be war- 
ranted.

On October 22, 1956, the Traffic Commis- 
sion forwarded a recommendation to change 
parking meter time limits and rates in 
the downtown area. Due to some unfavor- 
able reaction to this recommendation and 
desiring to provide the type of on-street 
parking wanted, the Commission submits 
a new recommendation for City Council 
consideration which retains the present 
time limits. 


In this new recommendation we have 
incorporated a new feature that should 
serve a definite need. We propose to put 
three 12-minute meters in the approximate 
center of each block on both sides of Wash- 
ington Avenue.

The Traffic Commission reconsidered the 
No Parking regulation on the east side of 
Ohio Avenue from Taft Street to North 
Street. Ohio Avenue is only 26 feet in 
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width which means with parking on both 
sides there is 10 feet—or one lane—left 
for moving vehicles. If all the vehicles 
owned by residents on both sides of this 
street all decided to park at one time on 
the street there would be room on one side 
of the street for them. Most houses have 
driveways. Some garages are on the alley. 


In addition to this, parking on both 
sides of the street in a neighborhood such 
as this increases the hazard to children, 
who have a habit of crossing streets any- 
where.

Several observations have been made at 
Michigan Avenue and Mill Street from 
5:00 P. M. to 5:30 P. M. On Thursday, 
November 29, in cooperation with the 
Police Traffic Division, an observation was 
made. There was no undue delay to vehi- 
cles desiring to turn left from Mill Street 
into Michigan Avenue due to the courtesy 
of eastbound drivers on Michigan Avenue 
who voluntarily stopped to let vehicles out. 
This happened several times. Vehicles 
turning left do not block vehicles turning 
right onto Michigan Avenue. All vehicles 
were out by 5:20 P. M. There was one 
vehicle parked on the south side of Michi- 
gan between Mill Street and Cedar Street 
from 5:10 P. M. on. 


On Friday, November 30, road condi- 
tions were bad. Traffic was slow and 
exceptionally heavy in both directions on 
Michigan Avenue. One vehicle desiring to 
turn left from Mill Street into Michigan 
Avenue waited for several minutes. The 
vehicle behind this waiting vehicle finally 
pulled around it and then they started 
getting out. Right turning vehicles were 
not blocked. Under these adverse driving 
conditions there was not too much diffi- 
culty encountered. One vehicle was parked 
on the south side of Michigan Avenue be- 
tween Mill Street and Cedar Street from 
5:05 P. M. on. 


On Wednesday, December 12, while driv- 
ing by Mill Street at 5:10 P. M. all vehicles 
had cleared out of Mill Street. 
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On Thursday, December 13, passing Mill 
Street at 5:15 P. M. all vehicles had cleared 
out of Mill Street. Three vehicles parked 
on south side of Michigan Avenue from 
Mill Street to Cedar Street at this time.

Section 8. Restrictions as to Use of Certain Commercial Vehicles on Posted Streets.— 
(a) No delivery or pick-up of freight shall be made, on the street, in the area bounded on

(c) Trucks, truck tractors, ‘trailers, semi-trailers, pole trailers or any other combination 
thereof, shall leave the nearest truck route at the point nearest the destination, and shall 
return to the truck route by the same route. 

(d) No detached trailers shall be parked in any street or alley. 


(e€) No truck of more than thirty (30) feet in length shall be parked in any street or 
alley for more than one hour. 


(f) No vehicle shall project more than twenty (20) feet from the curb when parked. 
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(g) Trash trucks will not be permitted in the area described in paragraph (a) between 
the hours of 3:00 P.M. and 6:00 P.M. * * * No trash will be picked up on the public streets 
(FRONT DOOR PICK-UP) IN THE AREA DESCRIBED IN PARAGRAPH (a) on Saturdays. 


This ordinance shall take effect on the date of its passing, after publication, by posting 
on the three City bulletin boards located in each ward of the City, and proof of such posting 


thereof is filed with the City Clerk. 


This ordinance deemed to be for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health 


or safety, shall take immediate effect.
